Farms More Valuable 


New. England, according to agricul- 
tural experts, Ought to support her- 
self from her farms, yet the figures 
show that their productivity has di- 
minished rather than increased and 
that over 800,000 acres of New Eng- 
land farm lands were abandoned last 
year. 

The problem of keeping people on 
the farms is largely one of providing 
easy communication between agricul- 


tural communities and the more 
populous centres, particularly such 
communities as are not directly 


served by steam railroads. Let means 
be afforded for the farmer to get his 
produce to the large market, and for 
both the farmer and the small store- 
keeper to obtain merchandise easily 
in return, and life in such places in- 
stantly becomes more attractive and 
the sense of isolation to a large ex- 
tent removed. 

How the electric street railroad can 
contribute to the solution of this 
problem is illustrated in the case of 
the Rhode Island Company, which 
was a pioneer in furnishing an ex- 
press freight service between the 
farm and the city. The Rhode Is- 
land Company operates the street 
cars in Providence and in other parts 
of that State. For some years now it 
has had in operation fast freight lines

LITERATURE i “1S CONFISCATED! 


Buftragette “Cabinet,” 
prise, Has No Time to Hide or De- 
stroy Anything—All Books and Rec- 
ords of the Organization In Hands of 
Police—Seven Sent to Jall 


London, May 1.—Seven militant 
suffragettes, arrested when Scotland 
Yard detectives, at the behest of the 
home ofg€ce, raided, stripped and 
closed up the headquarters of the 


Women’s Social and Political union, 
were remanded to Holloway jail with- 
out bafl and their trials set for Fri- 
day. 

A. H. Bodkin, the prosecutor, an- 


nounced to the court that the govern-: 


ment is determined to put down vio- 
lence on the part of the suffragettes. 
He said that any suffragette address- 
ing a public meeting anywhere would 
be arrested and jailed, and that the 
police would prosecute any person 
purchasing militant literature or sub- 
scribing to W. S. P. U. funds. 

Evidently “fighting fire with fire,” 
Home Secretary McKenna turned 
“militant” when Scotland Yard raided 
the hotbed of suffragette militancy. 

Superintendent Quinn of the Yard 
led the spectacular raid, witnessed by 
thousands, and ail ‘books, documents 
and literature of the union were con- 
fiscated. 

The police siezed proof sheets and 
several galleys of type set up for to- 
day’s issue of The Suffragette, the 
union’s publication. They forbade the 
further- publication of the newspaper 
and declared that anybody printing 
the literature of the union, as well as 
purcifasing it and subscribing to suf- 
fragette funds, would be prosecuted. 

About. the same time, the suffra- 
gettes of Newcastle-on-Tyne discov- 
ered that their local Women’s Social 
and Political ‘union headquarters ‘had 
been forcibly entered earlier in the 
day and wrecked as completely as 
though militants themselves had done 
the job. 

Windows, doors and desks were 
smashed and typewriters put out of 
commission, so that it looked as if 
anti-suffragists had done the mis- 
chief, but when the ‘women discov- 
-ered that their books and papers were 
missing? they charged the police with 
making the raid. 

The raiders made no arrests when 
they first took possession of the union 
headquarters, but when some of the 
more militant of the suffragettes be- 
came obstreperots in their protests 
and made efforts to interfere with the 
policemen searching the rooms seven 
ot them were were taken into cus- 
tody. 

A dozen or more of the women, in- 
cluding Mrs. Despard and the “cabi- 
net,”’ were in the place when the raid 
occurred, but they were taken by sur- 
prise and had no time to hide or de- 
stroy anything before the policemen 
hustled them into the street. 

In spite of the angry protests of 
the suffragettes Superintendent Quinn 
searched the entire building for docu- 
ments and any other papers that 
might make evidence against the suf- 
fragettes, and confiscated all the books 
and records of the organization. 

The suffragettes who were ejected 
from the union headquarters collect- 
ed on the sidewalk outside the pelice 
line and angrily denounced the offi- 
cers. They were quickly surrounded 
by a crowd of several thousand per- 
sons, some ‘of whom cheered and the 
rest jeered at the “bashi-bazouk- 
esses.” ‘The taunts ‘of the throng,

Those: Lines Recognized 


SYSTEM A GOOD ONE

Lysander Richards, a retired busi- 
ness man living at Marshfield Hills, 
ought to come in for a fair share of 
recognition when credit for the 
scheme of vocational guidance is be- 
ing distributed, says the Boston Her- 
ald. Mr. Richards was in the field 
nearly 30 years before these enthu- 
siastic organizers. In a little book 
which he called “Vocophy, the New 
Profession,” published in ’82, he 
covers in a striking way, much of the 
very same ground now developed. His 
System is made “to enable a person 
to name the calling one is best suited | 
to follow,” and he worked it out 
clearly. Mr. Richards, who was liv- 
ing in Marshfield at the time he wrote

Joseph F. Costello, formerly of 
Quincey, and for many years one of the 


‘Dest known newspaper men along the 


South Shore, died this morning at the 
residence of Col. ‘A. C. Drinkwater at 
Braintree, after an illness of several 
months’ duration. 

Mr. Costello was born in Quincy, 
Sept. 25, 1865. He received his early 
education in| the Washington school 
and at the High school, being a mem- 
ber of the class of 1883. His first 
regular newspaper work was done on 
the Quincy Advertiser.. Soon after- 
ward he accepted a position on the 
Boston Advertised and Boston Record 
as their South Shore correspondent, 
about the same time accepting a po- 
sition with the New England Associa- 
ted Press, covering Quincy, Weymouth 
and Braintree. 

Later he did some special work for 
the Boston Herald and in 1890 he ac- 
cepted a position on the Boston Globe 
He was also at the same time the lo- 
cal correspondent of the Monumental 
News, a granite trade publication. 

Sept. 30, 1899, he went to Havana 
as a representative of the New York 
Herald, afterward assuming the di- 
rectorship of the Associated Press in 
Cuba, which position he held for some 
years. 

While in Cuba he was apopinted sec- 
retary for Bishop Broderick, who was 
in charge of the adjustment of land 
disputes between the Catholic church 
and the Cuban government. After 
these negotiations were completed he 
aSsociated himself with a New York 
brokerage firm where he remained 
some years. 

At one time he was largely inter- 
ested in real estate in Cuba and for a 
number of years spent his winters 
there. A few weeks ago he opened a 
brokerage office in Boston with his 
nephew, Joseph F. Costello, 2d, but 
owing to failing health was obliged to 
give up business cares. 

During his active newspaper work 
in Quincy he was a member of Quin- 
cy Yacht club and was an enthusias- 
tic yachtsman. 

He married Miss Elsie Drinkwater, 
Daughter’ of Col. Drinkwater, who 
died about a year ago. 

He leaves one sister Mrs. Michael 
F. Griffin, and three brothers, Ed- 
ward, William and Joseph Costello.

Field, Albert H. Wright, Clarence Bur- 
gin, George E. Pfaffmann, Nathan 
Ames, Henry M. Faxon (who said he 
also represented Herbert E. Lawton 
and William R. Bateman,) and Paul 
R. Blackmur who conducted the aan 
for the railroad and who also said he 
represented Mrs. Susan G. Lane and 
Mrs. Dexter Wadsworth. 

John Burdett, representing the 
street railway interests, lent his sanc- 
tion to the decree. 

The opposition was presented by 
Councilman John R. Richards of the

ven Road on Watered Capital 


NEW FAGTS ARE BROUGHT OUT 


Figures From Interstate Board’s Files 
Show Why Commission Appears on 
Seemingly Safe Ground—Thirty- 
Six Millions Lost In Busipess and 
Commissions In Recent Years 


Washington, May 6.—That the New 
Haven railroad hag lost during the de- 
cade 1900 to 1910, $24,0000,000 
through its issue of security for cash; 
that, through its methods of floating 
stock it has lost the use of $17,000,- 
000 worth of capital during the period 
from 1889-1911; and that the interests 
and, dividend chafges upon watered 
capitalization have aiready amounted 
to about $22,000,000, and continue to 
drain the resources of the company, 
are some of the conclusions drawn 
from an examination of the reports 
of this company on file at the inter- 
state commerce commission’s offices 
in Washington. ; 

A review of these facts, pending 
closing arguments of the inquiry here 
on Wednesday, is interesting as 
showing why it is that the commission 
has been going ahead on such seem- 
ingly secure ground. 

In the course of the recent sessions 
in Boston relative to the financial his- 
tory of the New. Haven, chief empha- 
sis was placed upon the losses that 
had resulted to this property through 
exchange of its own securities for 
those of other properties, which it had 
absorbed in recent years. 

But the phase of the situation deal- 
ing with the bonuses to stockholders 
and underwriting syndicates is no less 
important, for by various means the 
| system has apparently lost the use of 
immense amounts of capital upon 


which interest payments have to be 


met at the present time from operat- 
ing revenues. 

During the past ten years, for in- 
stance, as the analysis of the figures 
shows, the New Haven has issued 
new capital Stock to the par value of 
$88,977,325. Of this amount, $32,- 
000,000 in round figures was issued 
for cash. The market value of these 
securities was in round numbers $54,- 
000,000, but through granting the 
privilege to stockholders to subscribe 
for these issues at par, or through 
commissions to underwriting syndi- 
cates the New Haven, it is reckoned, 
received only $45,000,000 in cash pro- 


ceeds. The loss to the company, 
therefore, was aprpoximately $9,- 
000,000. 


During the same period $15,000,- 
000, the calculation shows, was lost 
through the issue of debentures, or, 
in other words, an estimated total of 
$24,000,000 was lost through the is- 
sue of securities for cash during the 
decade 1900-1910. 

During the period 1889-1911, it {fs 
Shown by an examination of the rec- 
ords, capital stock to the par value ot 
$71,000,000 was issued for cash by 
the New Haven. Had the company 
received the full market value of these 
securities, it would only have been 
necessary to have issued $54,000,000 
In order to obtain the cash proceeds 
which it derived from the issue of 
$71,000,000; or, in other words, the 
company through its methods of float- 
ing stock apparently lost the use of 
$17,000,000 worth of capital. On this 
amount dividends have been paid 
up to date amounting to more than 
$14,000,000. 

Considering the funded debt and the 
stock issues of the New Haven to- 
gether, it is found that the bonuses 
granted to stockholders or to under- 
writing syndicates have amounted to 
about $36,000,000. The interest and 
dividend charges which have been 
paid on this watered capitalization 
have already, according to reckoning, 
amounted to about $22,000,000. 


AN ALLEGED MONOPOLY 


Charges Against the New Haven Filed 
With Interstate Commission 

Washington, May 6.—The Colonia! 
Navigation company, which operates 
a line of steamships between Provi- 
dence and New York, filed a com- 
plaint with the interstate commerce 
commission in an attempt to break 
up the alleged monopoly of the New 
Haven road on water traffic along the 
New England coast. 

The company wants the right to 
carry passengers on the same basis 
that the New Haven road has. The 
suit is the direct outgrowth of dis- 
closures made at the hearing in Bos- 
ton before Commissioner Prouty, 
representing the interstate commerce 
commission, to which the Colonial 
line appeals for aid and protection. 

This is the first assault upon the 
New Haven’s water monopoly made 
by a marine company and the fight 
probably will be extended to include 
freight.

THIRTY DAYS 
FOR GOMPERS 


Fine of $500 Each impased 
Upon Morrison and Mitchel 


FORMER SENTENCE EXCESSIVE 


Decision of Court of Appeals In Con- 
tempt ‘Case Growing Out of Fed- 
eration of Labor’s Contest With 
Bucks Company—Defendants Had 
Won Contention In Supreme Court 


Washington, May 6.—Sustaining 
the contempt charges against Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor leaders, the 
district court of appeals held that 
President Gompers should serve thirty 
days in jail, and that Vice President 
Mitchell and Secretary Morrison 
should pay $500 fines. 

This is the second time that Gom- 
Pers, Mitchell and Morrison have 
been adjudged guilty of contempt of 
Justice Wright of the district supreme 
court, in the long-standing litigation 
between the Federaticn of Labor and 
the Bucks Stove and Range company. 
Wright held that the labor leaders had 
violated his injunction restraining 
them from printing in the “We Don't 
Patronize” list in the official organ of 
the Federation the name of the 
Bucks company. 

The defendants carried their case to 
the supreme court of the United 
States, which decided in their favor 
but held that renewed contempt pro- 
ceedings might be prosecuted by 
Wright under certain conditions. The 
judge shortly afterwards appointed a 
“committee of prosecutors,” who 
formulated renewed ccntempt charges 
and pressed them in court. 

The first sentences imposed by 
Wright were a year, nine months and 
six months, respectively, on Gom- 
pers, Mitchell and Morriscn. Justice 
Van Orsdel of the court of appeals 


| held these sentences unduly exces- 


sive. In modifying them, he pre- 
scribed jail for only Gompers, order- 
ing the labor leader to be confined for 
thirty days in jail. Associate Justice 
‘Robb concurred in Van Orsdel’s opin- 
ion, but Chief Justice Shepard dis- 
sented, holding that the whole pro- 
ceedings should be reversed. 

“Had the court below imposed pen- 
alties not greatly in excess of those 
which we now deem adequate we 
would not feel justified in holding that 
there had been an abuse of discre- 
tion,”” Van Orsdel said in his opinion. 

“No one, however, can read this 
record without being convinced that 
the respondent, Gompers, has been 
the chief factor in this contempt, 
hence a severer punishment is merit- 
ed in his case than in the case of the 
other respondents. 

“Since the only error in the record 
relates to the excessive punishment 
imposed, justice requires, and it is 
so ordered, that the judgment be re- 
versed and the cause remanded with 
instructions to the court below to en- 
ter orders in proper form adjudging 
the respondents, Samuel Gompers, 
John Mitchell and Frank Morrison, 
guilty of contempt of court.” 

Chief Justice Shepard held that the 
criminal contempt charged is “an of- 
fence against the United States” and 
is therefore subject to the bar of the 
statute of limitations. On his con-

Thompson, Hussey, Murtha and

New York, May 7.—James, F. 
Thompson, James E. Hussey, John 
J.. Murtha and Dennis Sweeney, the 
four demoted inspectors charged with 
conspiracy to obstruct justice, were 
convicted by a jury in the supreme 
court last night. 

Only thirty-eight minutes was 
taken by the jurors in which to reach 
their verdict that the defendants were 
guilty of a misdemeanor in plotting to

ADVERTISING QUINCY. 

The only location we have heard 
méntioned for the proposed electric 
sign to advertise Quincy is at Atlantic 
near the Neponset bridge. But why 
at Atlantic? People travelling by 
train to Boston will not see it until 
they have almost got out of town. Not 
until they have passed the five Quincy 
stations. Then they will think that 
Neéponsét is Quincy. 

ff people are coming from Boston 
an@ are awakened by the glare of the 
sign—“Quincy—Watch Us Grow”— 
they will have time to doze off for an- 
other map before they really reach 
Quincy, the city of Presidents, granite 
and shipyards. 

The proposed sign should be erected 
as near City Square as possible so 
that it may be seen by passengers on 
the street cars as well as passengers 
on the steam railroads. The Daily 
Ledger could suggest that it be locat- 
ed in front of the Coliseum so that it 
may be read from Depot street, Han- 
cock street, the grounds of the First 
church and even Washington street 
and Coddington street, or when Saville 
street is closed it could be located 
near the present crossing just west of 
the railroad. If the Faxon property 
near the residence of Dr. Garey is to 
remain open the sign could be located 
in the rear of the houses on Upland 
‘road at this point. fe 

ff located east of the railroad it 
should also be east of Hancock street 
to bé fea from both street cars and 
the steam railroad. Perhaps J. S. 
Swingle “the extra dark man” would 
like it on the front or top.of his house 
or it could be located near the First 
chiftch opposite Depot street, facing a 
little to the north. 

If the sign was designed more to 
attract the attention of street car 
passengers than railroad travellers 
it would not bé so difficult to select a 
jocation, and it need not be so large 
and expensive.

In New England the wages of the 
granite cutters have been constantly 
jincreasing so that atethe present time 
the wage is more than twice as large 
as the wages paid in Scotland where 
‘the usual rate is $1.85 a day and has 
been for some time, for increasés in 
wages there are very few and -far 
between. Then again it was pointed 
out that the cost of all necessities 
there were much less than in the 


.|United States where the téndarfcy of 


thé times is not only to raise the) 
wages of the employees but the price 
of all commodities at a corresponding 
rate. 

Many thousand hands are employed 
at the present time in the granite in- 
dustry, receiving what is known a8 a, 
living wage and if it becomes possible 
to have work done on the other side 
cheaper than in Quincy it can not 
mean other than to force many, thous- 
ands of these men to seek employment 
in other lines. rs 

The natural result will be that this 
industry will receive a black eye and 
be practically put out of business. 

Granite men can not understand 
why it is that congress, or at least 
osme of the congressmen seem desir- 
ous of legislating against New Eng- 
land, but it seems to be the plan to 
ruin New Englands industries in 
order to build up the industries of the 
west. . 

The manufacturers regret that they 
were not able to make their protest 
to the National House of Representa- 
tives before the bill was passed by 
that body, but it was not possible. It 
is hoped however that they may be 
able to do something with the Senate, 
and they are assured that Senators 
Lodge and Weeks will do all that is 
possible to keep the tariff on dressed 
granite at 50 per cent instead of re- 
ducing it to 25 per cent as now pro- 
posed. 

At the meeting Friday evening all 
of these points were fully discussed 
in an informal manner, and the letters 
that are to be forwarded were out- 
lined and will be put into shape just 
as soon as it is possible to get at the 
data desired. 

The only people that would derive 
a benefit from the reduction in the 
tariff would be the wholesale men who 
would be able to find another market 
from which to obtain their product and 
would be able to undersell Quincy in 
every instance. 

Granite monuments are in a naturé 
of a luxury, and while there are some 
who will demand a certain kind of 
granite, the great majority of pur- 
chasers have no preference and one 
granite is as good as another to them, 
even at the time when the price is 
comparitively the same.

BRIDGE ASSESSMENT. 

The State House correspondent of 
the Daily Ledger terms the Granite 
avenue bridge bill as the Quincy Board 
of Trade bill. Here is an achieve- 
ment of the Board of Trade, but what 
do the taxpayers of Quincy think of an 
assessment of $7,000 or $10,000 or 
more?

AFTER DEATH 


Subject of Lecture By Rev, 
John Whitehead 


Rey. John Whithead A::M., Th.B. of 
Cambridge, who is giving a course ot 
lectures,,on -the-life after death’ at 
Hancock* Hall, said‘on Sunday that 
psychical research has proved many 
facts of a psychical nature. That 
which scientists formerly regarded as 
the result of superstition is now re- 
garded as a field for scientific re- 
search. Although the Society for 
Psychical Research has proved to be 
factsuch phenomena as visions, voices 
heard, .and telepathy, yet it has not 
agreed on a rational explanation of 
these things. 

Mr. Whitehead .inhis lecture, gave an 
account of that most remarkable man 
Swedenborg, and expounded his ex- 
planations of psychical, phenomena 
that have a’ bearing on the nature of 
the life after death. Swedenbors, he 
said, was.one of the most eminent 
scientists and philosophers the world 
has ever seen. Contrary.to the popu- 
lar notion, Swedenborg strictly fol- 
lowed the scientific method in all his 
work. 

He was-a painstaking gatherer anc 
observer of facts, All his reasoning 
and deductions were founded on grea‘ 
accumulations of facts. He was one 
of the very first scientists that de 
veloped the sciences of geology, cos- 
mology, chemistry, magnetism “and 
psychology. His discoveries in the 
Tealm of physiology and the know- 
ledge of the brain are little less thar 
marvellous. 

Bue Swednborg is best known for 
his having revolutionized the concep- 
tion of the life after death. In his day 
the only Christian doctrine that was 
known was that man remained in the 
grave until the general resurrection, 
and then, the dead body rose from the 
grave and lived again. ; 

Swedenborg swept all this aside by 
showing clearly,..rationally, scriptu- 
rally, and conclusively that man rises 
immediately on the death of the 
material. body... He eame to this posi- 
tion in an extraordinary way. He 
claimed that he had been, granted a 
full opening of his spiritual senses. 
that he might see and experience the 
realities of the spiritual world. This 
was not in a trance as a medium is: 
nor was it in a state of sleep or dream 
and vision; but with all his rationa} 
and analytical faculties in full wake- 
fulness. He could thus explore, ex- 
amine, and study both worlds at the 
same time. 

He showed that man has a dual or- 
ganism, he has two bodies, a spiritual 
and a natural. All psychical phe- 
nomena, of which he®describes many, 
were experienced by the opening of 
the senses of the spiritual body to see 
and experience the things of the 
other world. Thus through visions 
and auditions we get glimpses and 
experiences of the plane of life above 
the natural. 

Swedenborg thereby proved from 
experience tha? all the psychical 
phenomena so much talked of at the 
present day are real facts of human 
experience, and they are the very 
foundations on which the. belief in the 
life after reath is: based. 

In his next lecture Mr. Whitehead 
will show that the psychical pheno- 
mena mentioned in the Bible are 
supported in a most demarkable way 
by Cwedenbory, and by the facts 
proved by modern psychical research. 


WOODWARD INSTITUTE.

Not realizing the 
historic value he sold it to the late 
Joseph Halil. Since then it has been 
cherished as a relic of by gone days 
hy his heirs. The theory advanced is 
‘hat a victim had been deposited in a 
grave, clothes and all, that the shill- 
ing was in his pocket, and that when 
-ll that was mortal had become dust, 
and the clothing had separated and 
decayed, the shilling alone withstood 
the test until discovered by Donnelly, 
who thought it a button. It is per- 
haps the most conspicuous of a fine 
collection of coins and highly 
cherished by its possessor.

FOR ASSAULT 


A second chapjer in the Randolph 
shooting case, which was heard in the 
Quincy court, Wednesday came up on 


Saturday. The case on Wednesday 
charged James M. Dee with attempt 


commit larceny on the premises of 
Richard Stetson. In that case it was 
cestified that Stetson saw two men at 
his hen house whom he later recog- 
aized as Dee and that he had fired a 
shot at them. Dee’s story at that time 
was that he and Patrick McDonnell 
were walking up the street when they 
aeard a shot fired and the bullets flew 
past them and lodged in the trees. 
After hearing the case the court dis- 
nissed the complaint because it was 
Jaulty. : 

Friday both Dee and McDonnell 
wore out warrants against Stetson 
‘or assault with a dangerous weapon, 
fhe testimony this morning differed 
jut little from that on Wednesday. 
Dee and McDonnell testified that they 
were walking up the street when the 
report of a’'gun was heard coming 
"rom the direction of Stetson’s place 
md that the bullets flew past them 
nto the bushes. 

At that McDonnell shouted “Hello, 
vhat are you doing?” and followed it 
ip with the inquiry “Is that you Rich, 
vho are you firing at?” 

To this it was testified that Stetson 
‘eplied “I am shooting at anyone I 
an hit. Is that you, Dee, I’ll get you 
yet.” He then shouted “keep away 
rom my hen house, I thought I saw 
omebody.” 

Stetson testified that he had been 
laying trouble ‘by someone stealing 
jis eggs and hens. That on Sunday 
2vening he heard his dog bark and 
running out saw some one running 
‘rom his hen house,which he later 
recognized as Dee. That he went in- 
to the house and loaded his gun and 
fired to scare them. 

In support of their claim the plain- 
tiffs produced a branch of a tree 
showing where the shot had been im- 
bedded.

When There's a Contagious Disease In 
the House Look Out For Bedcicthes. 
When there*has been serious illness 

In the home and while there is seri- 

jus illness one of the most important 

things to do is to thoroughly sterilize 

the linen—not only the bed linen, but | 

all handkerchiefs, towels and every- 

thing with which the*patient has come 

or is. constantly coming in contact 
with. 

The moment that linen is removed 
from a sickbed it: »shauid ,be put in cold 
water and kept there, until time for 
washing. In water ‘it becomes quite 
harmless, and “absolutely all danger 
from it is eliminated. 

One great trouble is that doctors who 
advise ssoaking the linen in various 
rerm killing solutions or promptly boil-

TEXT OF JNPANESE PROTEST 


Not Deemed “Expedient to Acquaint 
Even Govetnor: of California With 
Details of the Communication—No 
Immediate Need of Haste In An- 

= gwering Veto Request of Bryan 


Washington, May 13.—The ad- 
ministration is awaiting a reply 
either by message or by action from 
Governor Johnson to _ Secretary 
Bryan’s telegram requesting that he 
veto the alien land owning bill passed 
by the California legislature and give 
the state department an opportunity 
to deal diplomatically with the prob- 
lems involved. 

In some quarters it had been ex- 


protest would be given publicity, but 
apparently the officials concluded that 
full publicity, at this stage would only 
embarrass the negotiations. There- 
fore the state department declined to 
make any statement as to the precise 
nature of the Japanese communica- 
tion, and the secretary, in answer to 
inquiry on that point, simply pointed 
to his own message in which he re- 
ferred to the Japanese communication 
as “a very earnest protest.’ 

Whether ‘the protest went outside 
| of the treaty and claimed a violation 
of the principles of international law 
in discrimiuaion against the Japan- 
ese, or was an allegation that the 
spirit, if not the letter of the treaty, 
had been infringed by the California 
legislation, the secretary would not 
say. In fact he had not deemed it 
expedient to acquaint even Johnson 
with the details of the communics- 
tion. 

Secretary Bryan let it be known that 
if legislation in California is post- 
poned the state department will un- 
dertake to deal diplomatically with the 
Japanese government regarding the 
whole subject of alien land ownership 
as affecting Japanese in America. 


s Johnson Delays Reply 
Sacramento, Cal., May 13.—Gov- 
ernor Johnson has not yet replied to 
the message of Presidegs Wilson and 
Secretary of State Bryan, asking that 
he veto the Webb anti-alien land bill. 
The governor has until June 16 to 
sign the measure, and therefore 
there is no immediate need of haste

San Francisco, May 13.—Lincoln 
Beachey, .aviator, will never fly 
again, according to his statement at 
the Olympic club. 

“You could not make me enter an 
aeroplane at the point of a revolver,” 
he solemnly asserted. “I’m done.” 

“They call me the master birdman, 
but there was just one thing which 
drew crowds to my exhibitions—a 
morbid desire to see something hap- 
pen. They all predicted I would be 
killed and none wanted to miss get- 
ting in on it.. They paid to see me 
die. The odds were always against 
my life.” 

Beachey read a roster of twenty- 
four aviators who have been killed 
when fiying and said he had been 
blamed for the death of two of his 
pupils.

reduce the price of power. The cost 
of manufacturing, also the cost of liv- 
ing, is less than in most cities of 
similar size. Quincy claims to have 
fewer labor troubles than any, other 
city of its size in the coyntry. ‘dt is 
essentially a city of home owners. 

Located almost in the heart jof the 
central West, Quiney expects to share 
directly andjlargely in the manufac- 
turing and commercial benefits from 
the Panama Canal, the improvement 
of the upper Mississippi river being 
made by the federal government—the 
Cooper dam, the projected cana] from 
Duluth-Superior to the Mississippi 
river and from other advantages and 
events contributing to the remarkable 
manufacturing progress of this terri- 
tory. 

Quincy is almost in the centre of 
that great empire, the agricultural ad- 
vantages of which are commonly 
known, at least in a general way. The 
chief agricultural products of the 
three fertile states comprising Quin- 
cy’s immediate jobbing territory— 
Illinois, Missouri and Iowa—are wheat 
corn and oats. More than 11,000,000 
intelligent, progressive and prosper- 
ous people live in these three states. 

Quiney’s financial strength is pro- 
verbial. There are seven banks,. the 
aggregate resotirces of which ap- 
proximate $76,000,000. The bank 
clearings at-Quincy show an increase 
of from 20 to.25 per cent -annually, 
which is far above the ordinary record 
in cities of the same class. Taxes in 
the city are moderate and in the out- 
iying factory districts are nominal. 
Quincy’s public utilities are regarded 
1s excellent and adequate. The post- 
office receipts are increasing more 
han 12 per cent per annum. 

Colleges, academies and public and’ 
orivate schools and the free public li- 
brary and reading room there are 
‘irst-class. There are 13 public schools 
and one of the largest business col- 
‘eges in the world. The city has a 
3115,000 Y. M. C. A. building, a $100,- 
900 Masonic temple, various active 
~hilanthropic institutions and two- 
score churches. 

The city site is on the lofty lime- 
stone bluffs. The rainfall is so uni- 
form as,to exempt the place from 
drought. An average clevation of 160 
feet above highwater mark of the 
Mississippi river insures Quincy im- 
munity from water, damage. The 
natural beauty of the city is due large- 
ly to its picturesque and undulating 
topography, including rarely attrac- 
tive river views from the Indiar 
mounds, To these attractions have 
been added the park and boulevard 
system, tasteful residences and s 
ious lawns and impressive public and 
semi-public buildings. Quincy’s park 
system, comprising about 300 acres, is 
widely known. There are 14 public 
parks, admirably landscaped. 

Just north of the city is the state 
soldiers and sailors home, sheltering 
about 2000 veterans and their wives. 
The grounds comprise 225 acres and 
there are about 60 buildings. 


Historicai points of interest in 
Quincy include the Quincy Historical 
building, erected by former Governor 
John Wood as his residence in 1835, 
which is now owned by the Quincy 
Hisorical Society. Upon its walls 
the names of pioneers appear in gold 
upon white marble. What is now 
Jefferson public school. was a pri- 
yate academy in pioneer days. “A 
statue of Gen. George Rogers Clark 
adorns Riverview park, and one of 
Governor Wood stands in Washington 
park. In Indian Mounds park, on the 
noble bluffs in the south of the city, 
are seven prehistoric mounds. 

Among the men of national reputa- 
tion who have resided in Quincy are 
Orville H. Browning, Lincoln’s secre- 
tary of the interior; Stephen A. Doug- 
las, who had a law office at Quincy; 
Congressman W. J. Singleton, Gen. 
George E. Pickett, Henry Clay Works, 
the author of “Marching Through 
Georgia”; David Nelson, the abolit- 
ionist; Gen. James D. Morgan, Gen. 
B. M. Prentiss and Admiral Charles 
deKraft.

“The president is fully alive to the | 
importance of removing any root of!

between American citizens and the 
subjects of oriental nations residing 
here; but he is impelled by a sense of | 
duty to express the hope that you will 
see fit to allow time for diplomatic | 
effort. The nations affected by am 
proposed law are friendly nations— 
nations that have shown themeelves | 
willing to co-operate in the establish- 
ment of harmonious relations between 
their people and ours. 

“If a postponement commends it- 
Self to your judgment, the president | 
will be pleased to co-operate in a! 
systematic effort to discover and cor- 
rect any evils that may exist in con- 
nection with land ownership by 
aliens.” — 

The decision of the administration | 
to urge Johnson to use his power to, 
veto or postpone any land legislation 
was reached after a series of confer-

ACCOUNTED FOR 


Part of Fund Raised For Fami- 
lies o; Lawrence Strikers 


SLOGUM REPORTS TO COURT 


Committee Deposited $16,375 Less 
Than Total Funds fsceived by 
Them During -Strike—Neither Hay- 
wood Nor Ettor Foung-to Have Per- 
sonally Recetved Any of the Money 


Boston, May 123.—Charges that Jo- 
seph Bedard, secretary of the I. W. 
W. committee to soucit funds during 
the big Lawrence textile strike, hag 
failed to account for $10,800 of the 
total fund, were made in a report sub- 
mitted to Judge LBraley of the state 
supreme court by Winfield S. Slocum, 
who as master investigated the ex- 
penditures of the strike fund. 

In his report, Slocum declared the 
fund was raised for the avowed pur- 
pose of aiding the families .of the 
strikers, but that in reality sums had 
been paid for the board of Joseph J. 
Ettor and Arturo M. Giovannitti, the 
strike leaders, for office expenses, for 
the transportation of the strikers’ 
children to New York, and for other 
purposes summarized by the commit- 
tee unger the title of ‘“Agitation- 
Law.” 

According to the master’s report, 
Bedard deposited under is own name 
$10,800 in the Lawrence Trust com- 
pany, and later drew this out in three 
checks, one for $2800 payable to Vin- 
cent St. John, international secre- 
tary of the I. W. W.; a second, for 
$3000, payable to Thomas Powers, a 
Providence textile worker, and a 
third, for $5000 to Desire Steur of 
Lawrence.

Morse, expert accountant employed 
by Slocum. The excess was aseribed 
to mistakes and repetitions on the part 
of the commuiitiee to itemize the con- 
tributions. 

The master’s report shows that, the 
committee deposited in the Lawrence 
Trust company $46,188.72, which is 
said to be $16,375.68 iess than the to- 
tal funds received by the committee 
during the strike. 

The report states that neither Ettor 
nor William D. Haywood received 
any part of the funds. 

The proceedings against Bedard 
and the others on the I. W. W. com- 
mittee soliciting the funds were 
brought by Rev. Herbert S. Johnson, 
pastor of the Warren Avenue Baptist 
church; James M. Prendergast, cot- 
ton broker, and Robert A. Woods, 
settlement worker. 

The complainants charged that por- 
tions of the total fund had been im- 
properly used for private and per- 
sonal ‘uses by the defendants and their 
assistants; that some of them had 
drawn on the fund in paying their own 
salaries, that substantial amounts had 
been -contributed for tue board and 
private expenses of Bttor while he 
was in jail, and that .:arge sums had 
been paid to the I. W. W. organiza- 
tion.

Lettuce and Endive Salad.—Take 
equal parts of endive, lettuce, heart of 
celery, sliced boiled beets and water- 
eress. Wash and dry them all thor- 
oughly, place in a clean salad bowl, 
dust with pepper and salt, add a little 
minced onion and oil and vinegar in 
the proportion of a spoonful of vinegar 
to two of oil.

Aug. 16, a reception was given to 
the parents and friends, the sewing 
and embroidery were exhibited and 
also the gymnastics. This reception 
was very largely attended and the 
mothers expressed great interest and 
satisfaction. No prizes were given, 
the work being done for the work’s 
sake.

More was done the past year in this 
line than ever before, the city inspec- 
tor made 470 inspections of groceries, 
markets, bakeries, fruit stands and 
meat carts, also issued licenses to 
vegetable pedlers. You may be inter- 
ested to know that shops making side 
walk or open window displays of per- 
ishable foods are doing so against the 
law. 

We were able to interest the chair- 
man of the market inspection gommit- 
tee of the Women’s Municipal League 
of Boston in our work and through 
her were most fortunate in securing 
the services of their best woman in- 
spector, Miss Theresa Norton, to go 
through our food stores. Miss Norton 
visited stores in Atlantic, Norfolk 
Downs, Wollaston, Quincy Centre, 
Quincy Point, South and West Quincy. 

We regret not having her with us 
in person to tell of her experiences but 
her report is most satisfactory, being 
as follows: 

Of 30 stores inspected only one man 
declined to permit an inspection. In 
the remaining 29, the Inspector was 
received with courtesy and in many 
cases, even cordially. The 29 stores 
on the list show a very high average 
and if they were chosen as fair speci- 
mens of stores representing condi- 
tions in the neighborhoods in which 
they are located, there is very good 
material at hand for the buyers of 
Quincy to work with. In interview- 
ing the proprietors, it was easy to see 
that their standards of sanitary hand- 
ling and sale of food were higher than 
the average in large cities. They 
are unusually anxious to please and it 
is safe to say that any legitimate 
criticisms made in the proper spirit, 
by a customer would be courteously 
received and acted upon. 

In general aspect, the stores are of 
roomy proportions—well ventilated 
and well arranged and equipped so 
that they present atidy appearance 
even during their busiest hours. In the 
majority, of cases, the toilet was lo- 
cated in a place remote from the store 
itself or rooms where food is kept. 
This of course, is a desirable feature 
in a market. The ice chests, in every 
inspection made, were in satisfactosy 
condition, and in many instances, a 
large proportion of the food was kept 
in the refrigerator rather than being 
unnecessarily exposed in the store 
where it might be subject to handiing 
by careless customers. 

The prepared foods were in nearly 
every instance kept under glass and 
fully protected from dust, flies and 
promiscuous handling by customers. 
The increasing custom among bakers, 
of wrapping each loaf of bread at the 
bakery gives the consumer assurance 
that the loaf has not been contaminat-

Probably..wery few. men. bave.read 
the annual reports of the Quincy 
Women’s Club published in full in the 
Daily Ledger of Wernesday, yet it 
would do anyone good because they 
are so cheerful. There is inspiration 
in every line as the club’s record is 
one of great achievement which all 
the officers and committees share. 

The finances of the club are in ex- 
cellent condition. The treasurer’s re- 
port showed receipts of $4,890.14 for 
the year ending May 1, and a balance 
of $662.42. In addition to.this balance 
from last year, dues to the amount of 
€1.148.00 have been paid in for the 
new year, and the club has: @ build- 
ing fund. and a contingent fund. The 
total cash on hand is $2,283.10. This 
sum alone is enough to make most of 
the men’s clubs jealous. 

Over one-third of the expenditures 
for the past year were for the main- 
tenance of visiting nurses, but this 
work has been so well handled that it 
has beeome almost self supporting. 
{n the words of the chairman: “This 
work wherever it has been started 
has preved to be. the best and most 
practical of all modern charities, and 
it has. become recognized as import- 
ant to. the welfare of this city.” 
During the year just closed’ 3,326, calls 
were made by the visiting nurses, rep- 
resenting 470 patients of which numr 
ber 200 were free patients. The re- 
port of the chairman should be read

The club has fifteen to twenty com- 
mittees and the chairman of each 
made an annual report, as well as the 
president, clerk and other officers. 
The address of Mrs. Eben. W. Shep- 
pard, the retiring president, in partic- 
ular, should be read. Mrs. Sheppard 
made an admirable president, com- 
bining executive ability and gracious 
personality. She has every reason to 
be proud of her term as president. 

The. reports show that each of the 
committee accomplished much; some 
in reforms and improvements, others 
in sociability and entertainment. Just 
read the reports of the committees on 
Home Economics, Civics, Philanthropy 
Gardens, Education, Literature, Leg- 
islative, Arts and Crafts and others, 
to see what has been attempted and 
accomplished; or the reports of the 
commjttee on Music, Reception, Hos- 
pitality, to see what was done to en- 
tertain and interest the members;

Willmott appointed as the committee

By. special invitation a large num- 
ber of ladies were in attendance. 

The speaker of the evening was in- 
troduced by the president as the lead- 
ing Christian Chinaman of America, 
being secretary of the Chinese 
Students Association of America. He 
was graduated at Yale, where he took 
the prize”in oratory, and is now a stu- 
dent at Harvard. 

Mr. Tsao depicted the present con- 
ditions and past history of China. 
There had been many ups and downs 
in the 4000 years, but not until 1896 
did the great awaking come. In that 
year China was defeated in war with 
Japan. Previous to that Japan had 
been regarded as a “little brother,” 
so that the defeat came as a surprise, 
and they marvelled at it. The people 
demanded a change immediately and 
it was underway within two weeks. 
The young Christian men who had 
been prominent in Y. M. C. A. work 
came to the front. They were recog- 
nized as leaders, and the new educa- 
tion and new religion got a start. 

The Boxer trouble and revolutions 
had followed. For over’a year there 
were no taxes and the treasury be- 
eame depleted. The problems of the 
new regime had been in arranging for 
a loan, recognition of the new govern- 
ment, and election of a president. But 
the Christian leaders of today are 
earnest men and self-sacrificing, and 
are accomplishing much. They now 
appeal to the God of love, the God of 
justice and the God of _ right- 
ousness and have faith that He 
will help, and not only save China. 
but accomplish the salvation of the 
world. 

At the close several questions were 
asked and answered and those pres- 
ent were enlightened relative to sup- 
pression of opium, voting qualifica- 
tion, education, relations. to Japan 
Buddhism, students in America, the 
Y. MC. A.3ete. 

Mr. Tsao was saluted at the close 
by a rising vote of thanks. It was a 
pleasure to many to talk with him dur- 
ing the social hour. Refreshments 
were served.

Johnson Cannot Agree with 
the Presient’s Request 


SENIES ANY YUSCRIMNATION 


jon tase os Problem In Pia Te 
Is Very Little Understood In East— 
No Offense Can Be Taken by Any 
Nation. to Propssed Law—Duty to 
State Compe!s Executive to Sign 


Sacramento, May 15.—Expressing 
his determination to sign the alien 
land bill, recently passed by the 
legislature, Governor Johnson tele- 
graphed to Secretary of State Bryan 
a long explatation of the action taken 
by the legislature. The message was 
im answer to the request telegraphed 
to the governor by bryan, at the di- 
rection of President Wilson, that the 
bili be vetoed. 

The governor’s message is, in part, 
as follows: 

“Your very courteous telegram re- 
lating to the alien land bill reached 
me late Sunday night. I take it from 
our conversations,and your request 
mede to me to withhold executive ac- 
tion until opportunity was afférded 
for the presentations from the federal 
sovernment that yollr message, ‘em- 
bodies what it was your wish and the 
wish of the president, to say to us 
before final aetion. 

“For many years\@ very grave prob- 
lem, little understood in the east, 
has confronted California; a problem 
the seriousness of which has been 
recognized by statesmen in our nation 
and has been. yiewed with apprehen- 
sion by the people of this state. 

“Of late years our problem has be- 
come acute and the agitation has been 
continuous in the last decade in ref- 
erence to our agricultural lands until 
finally affirmative action in an at- 
temped solution became imperative 
This attempted solution is found in the 
act of our leeislature in the passage 
of the alien land bill.. Inthe phrase- 
ology of this bill, in these whom it 
affects, in its scope and in its pur- 


poses we believe we are within our/¢ 


feeal and our moral rights and that 
we are doing only what Is imperatively 
demanded for the protection and 
preservation of our state. 

“We assume that the right of Jap- 
anese to own real propérty forethe 
purposes described in the: treaty of 
1911 is absolute in our state and we 
seek to deal only with our agricultural 
lands. 

“We entbody the treaty in our law 
and we add to. it permission to lease 
our agricultural lands for a period of 
three years. 

“By the law adopted we offer nc 
offense; we make no diserimination. 

“At least three states.dn the unior 
have in the past enacted laws similar 
to the contemplated law in California 
and the enactments of those other 
states have been without objection or 
protest. That the protest is now made 
in respect to California emphasizes 
the acuteness of the problem con- 
fronting California and ~ demonstrates 
that California is differently viewed 
than other states of the uniom and that 
if discrimination exists it is discrim- 
inaticn against California. 

“We insist that justly no offense can 
be taken by any nation to this law 
and more particularly does this seem 
to be clear in the instance of a nation 
like Japan, that by its own law pre- 
vents acquisition of land by aliens. 

“And so, with all respect and court- 
esy, the state of California feels it its 
bounden duty to citizens to do that 
which the interests of its people de- 
mand; that which the conscience of its 
people approves; that which presents 
no discrimination and that which can 
give no just cause for offense. 

“You have suggested to me delay, 
but this question was very earnestly 
and fully presented by you to our leg- 
islature and the legislature determined 
to proceed. My province is to approve 
or disapprove the’ law as presented. 
Our people as represented in the leg- 
islature have overwhelmingly ex- 
pressed their desire for the present 
alien land bill. 

“The vote in the senate was 35 to 2, 
and in the assembly, 72 to 3. With 
such unanimity of opinion, even did 
I kold’ other views, I would feel it 
my plain duty to sign the bill unless 
some absolutely controlling necessity 
demanded contrary action. Appar- 
ently no such controlling necessity 
exists. ‘ 

“It is with the highest respect for 
yourself and the president that I feel 
my duty to my state compels me to 
approve the action of the legislature.” 

With the sending of the telegram 
the controversy over the alien land 
bill is at an end, so far as the Califor- 
nia administration is concerned. 
Johnson has until June 16 in which to 
sign the act, and in the normal course 
of events it will become a law at the 
expiration of ninety days from the 
closing of the legislature, or on Aug. 
10 next.

PUBLIC LIBRARY NOTES,

Bill Relative to the Use of 
Compressed Air Tanks 


_—_ 


(Special to the Ledger.) 

State House, May 14, 1913. The 
| bill putting the inspection of com- 
pressed air tanks under the supervi- 
sion of the State Police, which is of 
| considerable interest to granite men, 
was signed by the Governor today and 
| becomes a law. Representative Les- 
| lie who introduced the bill was given 
the pen with which the chief executive 
| signed his name to the document. 

As the act now stands it is substan- 
| tially as it left the ways and means 
committee. 
| The bill in full follows: 
Section 1. No person shall install or 
j use, or cause to be installed or used, 
any tank or other receptacle exceed- 
jing eighteen inches in diameter, for 
the keeping or storage of compressed 
;air at any pressure exceeding fifty 
| pounds per square inch, for use in 
|operating pneumatic machinery, un- 
| less the owner or user thereof shall 
| hold a certificate of inspection issued 
| by the boiler inspection department 
| of the district police, certifying that

Section 4. All owners of any of 
the said tanks or other receptacles ex- 
ceeding eighteen inches in diameter 
and in excess of fifty pounds pressure 
| per square.inch shall notify the chief 
of the district police of the location o' 
j all such tanks or other receptacles ir 
[eee possession. 
Section 5. Every insurance com- 
pany authorized to insure air tanks 
within this commonwealth shall for- 
ward-to the Chief of the district police 
within fourteen days after each inter 
nal and external inspection of air 
tank or air tanks herein required to be 
inspected, reports of all air tanks sc 
inspected by it. Such reports shal!’ 
be made on blanks furnished by the 
chief of the district police and shal! 
contain all orders made by the com 
pany regarding the air tanks so in- 


spected. 
Section 6. The inspection shal! 


consist of a hammer test, also a_ hy- 
drostatic test, the pressure of which 
shall be one and one half times the 
pressure allowed on said air tank 
The air tank or tanks shall be pre- 
pared for the inspection by the owne! 
or user of said air tank. 

Section 7. The provisions of thir 
act shall not apply to tanks or other 
receptacles used for the keeping or 
storage of compressed air when at- 
tached to locomotives, street or rail- 
way cars, vessels or motor vehicles 

Section 8. The sum of three dollars 
shall be paid to the boiler inspection 
department of the district police by 
the owner or user of the said tank or 
other receptacle for each and every 
inspectiont hereof by the said depart- 
ment as herein. 

Section 9. Whoever violates any 
provisions of this act, or any regu- 
lations made under authority hereof, 
shall be punished by a fine not ex- 


f the fire department for the month; ceeding fifty dollars, or by imprison- 


ment of not more than thirty days, or 

by both such fine and imprisonment. 
Section 10. This act shall take ef- 

fest ninety days from its passage.

NAVY TRAITOR 
“WILL BE FOUND 


Danieis Orders That He Must 
Be Lecated Without Fail 


TREFT OF BATTLESHIP PLANS 


Government Sccrets of Navy In Pos- 
session of Whoever Has Them, as 
the Pennsylvania Was Planned to 
Be Last Word In Naval Construc- 
tion—Officials Greatly Disturbed 


Washington, May 15.—Despite the 
best efforts of picked secret service 
Operatives, not a single trace has 
been found of the thief who, on March 
4, stole the plans of the new battle- 
ship Pennsylvania from the navy de- 
partment. The government officials 
are far more troubled than they care 
to admit over this fact. Because of 
the nature of the thefts it is feared 
they are the work of an insider. The 
result is an uncomfortable feeling of 
suspicion among persons within the! 
department who might have access 
to the plans. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels has 
ordered that the thief is to he located 
without feil, No trouble or expense 
is to be spared. The fact that the| 
innermost secrets of the navy may be 
at the mercy of a traitor has exer- 
cised the officials as they have not} 
been in many years. Detectives are 
at work inside and outside of the} 
great building, and there is a confi- 
dent feeling that the thief or thieves 
will eventually be discovered. 

The theory most popular with the 
detectives is that the plans were stol- 
en by someone who believed he might 
-be able to sell them later. Reasoning} 
along these lines: the operatives say | 
the thief probably still has the plang! 
and they will be able to recover them.

The very fact that the plans stolen 
are of the greatest warship planned 
by the government, the one intended} 
to be the last word in naval construc- | 
tion, is admittedly a real cause for} 
alarm, and there will be no relief un- 
til they are recovered.

DECLARES WAR 
iS NECESSARY 


Lbatt Says History Would Be 
Poorer Without It 


ARGUMENT BACKED EY BIELE 


Internationa! Peace Will Not Prevail 
Until Conscience Is 
Awakened—Brand New Expression 
Impresses Deleg7ies to Lake Mo- 
honk Conference 


International 


Mohonk Lake, N. ¥., May 15.— 
“International conscience” as the only 
agency that can bring about world 
Peace was the keynote of a speech 
delivered by Dr. Lyman Abbott, ed- 
itor-in-chief of the Outlook, at tke 
opening of the nineteenth annua] Lake 
Mohonk conference on internationa! 
arbitration. 

“There are times when war is neces 
sary,” Abbott said at the outset of his 
address, and there was a buzz of sub- 
dued comment among the 300 dele- 
gates, who recalled that Theodore 
Roosevelt is associated with Abbott 

The comment was a continuation 
of that which started with the an- 
nouncement that Abbott, who recent- 
ly was removed as vice president of 
the American Peace society at St. 
Louis, would preside at the first day's 
session of the Lake Mohonk meeting. 

Plunging into the heart of his sub- 
ject after a brief preamble, Abbott 
said: 

“Combativeness and destructiveness 
are not vicious elements in human 
nature. They are not to be destroyed; 
they are to be guided by reason and 
directed by beneficent hands. 

“There are times when war is nec- 
essary. The history of the world 
would be poorer than it fs if there 
were no record of war on its pages: 
if there had been no heroes who dared 
to fight for justice and liberty. 

“Christianity does not emasculate 
men. Christians have not stood and 
ought not to stand for peace at any 
price. They always have recognized 
that there are worse things than war, 
bad as war is.” 

Drawing freely from the Bible for 
illustrations of that phase of his ar- 
gument,; Abbott then iaunched into his 
main theme—that international peace 
is secondary to international justice, 
and that international justice depends 
on an international conscience. This 
expression was brand new to the del- 
egates, and it was predicted that it 
would become a world slogan. Ab- 
bott continued: 

“The greatest peril today to the 
peace movement, which seeks to sub- 
stitute an appeal to reason for the 
appeal to force, is not the limitations 
on our general arbitration treaties, 
but our failure to carry them out 
when international controversies 
arise. 

“Until we have an _ international 
conscience which calls for an inter- 
national tribunal, statesmanship 
which succeeds in constituting stich 
a tribunal and an international con- 
science which forces the submission 
to such a tribunal of international 
controversies when they arise, any 
disarmament, unless made by nations 
in €o-operation with one another, is 
far more likely to promote war than to 
promote peace. 

“There are two ways of promoting 
peace; one by making our nation so 
weak that it cannot fight, the other 
by making it so strong that it need not 
fight. America is one of the richest 
countries on the globe. Make it also 
one of the weakest and it would in- 
vite assault. It is the first duty of 
a government to protect its people. If 
it fails it has no right to exist. 

“America, therefore, must have an 
army sufficient to protect its coasts 
and its commerce, and to take its 
share in the fulfilment of those world 
obligations which belong to all the 
civilized nations of the earth. 

“We can establish peace only by 
establishing justice. To do this we 
must, by voice and pen, develop in 
the nation a public conscience which 
will demand the fulfilment of arbitra- 
tion treaties already made before un- 
dertaking to make other treaties still 
more general.” 


BUT ONE AGAINST IT 


Senate Committee Reports Favorably 
on Woman Suffrage 

Washington, May 15.—Senator 
Chamberlain’s resolution proposing an 
amendment to the constitution to give 
the ballot to women was ordered fa- 
vorably reported by the senate wom- 
an suffrage committee. Senator Cat- 
ron, Republican, cast the only vote 
against it. 

When the resolution is reported by 
Chairman Thomas within a few days, 
an effort will be made to have it taken 
up during the present session, if tariff 
legislation does not interfere.

Thrown into the Blue Hill Quar- 
ry by Tag Rope 


’ Evert Holmi, aged 21 years, of 11 
Prospect Hill street, a quarryman em-

Willing hands were soon at his side 
and he was brought out o the quarry 
and was attended by Dr. John T. Rey- 
nolds, who found that he had _ sus- 
tained a facture of several ribs, and 
in addition was probably injured in- 
ternally. The police ambulance was 
called and he was removed to the City 
Hospital.

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Because Barre has forwarded two 
shiplouds of grdanité by water from a 
port in Connecticut should not alarm 
Quincy manufacturers. ' Both of’ these 
cargoes were paving stone which 
could easily be loaded on a_ ship. 
Quincy could make similar shipment 
front Fali River, or New Bedford, or 
other Massachusetts ports, on the 
same line of railroad as this city. 
But, nevertheless, Quincy granite 
manufacturers should be able to make 
water shipments from Quincy. To do 
this they need a wharf with loading 
facilities, and also street railway 
connections from quarries and sheds 
to the water front. If the city is not 
ready to establish a municipal dock, 
the granite manufacturers should 
form a corporation and buy, lease or 
build a wharf, and then petition the 
Bay State street railway to extend its 
trolley freigh& not only to the wharf 
but into each of the granite yards and 
quarries 

Now that the granite industry is 
threatened by thé ‘reduction of the 
tariff on foreign granite, it is impor- 
tant that shipping facilities should be 
improved that Quincy may continue 
in the granite business. 

ao 

President Wilson puts the tariff 
question in a new light When he 
writes: “The new doctrine ot the Pro- 
tectionist is that-the tariff should 
represent the difference between the 
cost of production in America, and the 
cost of production in other countries, 
PLUS a reasonable profit to those who 
are engaged in industry.” 

Wherever an attempt is made to 
add’a profit, the tariff should be re- 
duced. Wherever the tariff is so high 
that it excludes entirely foreign goods 
it should be reduced. Perhaps there 
is some point between 25 and 50 per 
cent’ where the duty on foreign gran- 
ite should be placed. But Quincy 
granite manufacturers know it was 
oto ‘small some years ago and that 
compete successfully with Quiney 
work. To restore the tariff at 25 per 
cent as proposed in the new tariff bill 
would therefore appear to bé “an in- 
justice to Quincy granite manufactur- 
ers.' If any reduction is made it 
should be Small, say from 50 to 40 
per‘cent. There is no monopoly of 
granite in the United States, but a 
competition that is almost ruinous. 


What has become of the s0-called 
Progressive party? The time has ex- 
pired for changes in party enrollment, 
yet only 84 im Quinty have signified-a 
desire to be enfolled as Progressives. 
This is a mere handful when one eon- 
siders that this city has nearly 7,000 
voters. Certainly the so-called Pro- 
gressives who are out for clean poli- 
tics} should not be enrolled as Re- 
publicans if they intend to vote “as 
Progressives.- In other. Massachu- 
setts cities the proportion of Pro- 
gressives is also very small—only 708 
in Boston;"112in Newton, 240 in Som- 
erville and so on. . 

Perhaps the Progressives on sober 
reflection are not very well pleased 
with their work last fall. They eleet- 
ed Wilson as president, and Foss as 
Governor. They also elected Gilmore 
as representative to: Gongress, and 
McDevitt as senator. Has there been 
any. improvement?

ANHUT CRUSHED 


BY CONVICTION 


Offered $20,000 fo Doctor to 
Declare. Harry Thaw Sane 


WAS ABOUT TO BE MARRIED’ 


Expected to See Fiancee Sunday After 
Acquittal, but Faces Ten Years’ 
Imprisonment and Fine of $5000, 
the Maximum Penalty—Jury Quick- 
ly Reaches Verdict 


New York, May 19.—Completely 
Stunned and dismayed by the verdict 
that found him guilty of the attempted 
bribery “of Dr. John W. Russell, at 
one time medical superintendent of 
the Matteawan state hospital for the 
criminal insane, John N. Anhut broke 
down in his cell in'the Tombs. What 
has unnerved him the most, his law- 
yer, Arthur Palmer, says, - is the! 
realization that his contemplated mar- 
riage in July to a young woman from 
Philadelphia must be deferred if he is 
sentenced to Sing Sing. The maxi- 


mum penalty is ten years’ imprison- 
ment and $5000 fine. 

Until Tuesday, when he will be 
called for sentence, the young lawyer, 
who was the youngest senator ever 
elected to the Michigan legislature, 
will have to speculate on what penalty 
Justice Seabury will impose. 

It has become known that Anhut 
was buoyed up throughout the trial by 
the confidence placed in him by his 
fiancee. She had come here from 
Philadelphia and would bave re- 
mained, but was induced to go to At- 
lantic City to await the result of the 
trial. Anhut was so confident he} 
would be acquitted that he had made 
arrangements to spend yesterday with 
her at the city, by the sea. 

Anhut has been on trial in connec- 
tion with an attempt to free Harry K. 
Thaw from Matteawan by alleged ille- 
gal means. 

The jury deliberated less than two} 
hours and a half. They found Anhut 
offered Russell $20,000 for the release 
of Stanford White's slayer, as Russell 
has testified. Thaw had given An- 
hut $25,000 in stocks and cash, to be 
spent to get him free. 

Anhut’s defense was that the money 
was a contingent fee only, to be re- 
turned in full if Thaw did not have 
his liberty by July 1 next, and was to 
be used for legal measures to obtain 
uis client’s release through havin, 
him declared sane by alienists who 
had not figured in Thaw’s recurrent 
efforts to leave Matteawan. 


GOVERNMENT MUST PAY 


Steamship Lines Not Responsible For 
Doctors’ Services For Aliens 

New York, May 19.—A _ decision 
handed down by Judge Mayer in the 
United States district court will cost 
the United States government about 
$1,000,000 a year from now on. It 
holds that the government must pay 
for medical treatment to aliens 
brought to this country and found, af- 
ter their arrival at Ellis island, to be 
suffering from some temporary con- 
tagious disease. 

The government sought to collect 
from the Holland-America Steamship 
company $2167 for such treatment, 
but the court, in finding for the de- 
fendants, declared that the immigra- 
tion laws make no provision for the 
steamship company to pay for medi- 
cal treatment for ailing aiiens. 

Unlessoverruled by tae higher courts 
the decision will apply to all steam- 
ship lines. 


MURDER IS SUSPECTED 


Pittsfield Man’s Body Found In Va- 
cant Lot With Neck Slashed 

Pittsfield, Mass., May 19.—Murder 
is suspected in the death of John 
Goerlach, also known as Gaylord, 68, 
whose body was found in a vacant lot 
near the Boston and Albany railroad 
tracks on the outskirts of this city. 
A long gash extending from the vic- 
tim’s neck across the right cheek, 
evidently inflicted with a razor, 
caused death. No motive is known 
for the deed. 

A bundle of new clothes which the 
man carried was found near his body. 
The vittim is survived by a widow and 
six children.

SOME BEEF ECONOMIES. 
HE cheaper cuts of beef may, if 


one knows how, be served in 

many tempting ways. The beef 
ts quite as nourishing as the high 
priced cuts and affords one an easy 
way of curtailing the butcher's bill. 


With a Tomato Relish. 

Boiled Beef With Sauce.—Cut cold 
boiled beef in thin slices and arrange 
jt on a gratin dish and coyer it with 
a nice tomato sauce. Put the dish into 
the oven wnd let it simmer from eight 
to ten minutes and serve. ‘ , 

Hungarian Goulash. — Take two 
pounds lean chuck, two ounces salt 
pork, two cupfuls. tomatoes, one sfalk 
celery, one onion, two bay leaves, six 
whole cloves, six peppercorns, one 
blade mace._ Cut beef in two inch 
pieces and sprinkle with flour. Fry 
salt pork until light brown. Add beef 
and cook slowly for about thirty-five 
minutes, stirring occasionally. Cover 
with water and simmer for about two 
hours. Form vegetables and spice into 
sauce, Cook in sufficient water to cov- 
er and rub through a sieve. Add some, 
stock from meat and thicken. Add 
noodles’ to the meat broth in pot with 
meat. Serve méat on platter with 
sauce and noodles. 


Served In Bread Cups. 

Spiced Beef Liver—Take one pound 
of liver, three slices of bacon, three 
tablespoonfuls of stewed tomatoes, 
quarter of a teaspoonful of cloves, 
quarter of a teaspoonful of nutmeg 
and salt and pepper to taste. Cut the 
liver into dice, wash and dry. Put the 
bacon into a frying pan and add the 
liver: “Cook for about’ five minutes, 
then turn the liver into a stewpan and 
add a cupful of boiling water and the 
other ingredients. Cook slowly for 
about half an hour, Thicken with flour 
or cornstarch and serve in toasted 
bread cups. 

With Sauce and Hominy. 

Chopped Beet and Hominy.—For this 
put one ‘and one-half pounds’ top of 
round steak through the meat chopper 
with a small piece of beef suet. Add 
one tablespoonful onion juice, one tea- 
spoonful salt and one-eighth teaspoon- 
pepper. Mix lightly and shape 
like porterhouse steak. Put'into shal- 
low pan which has been brushed with 
drippings, place in hot oven ‘ten tain- 
utes. Remove carefully on to hot plat- 
ter and: place in warm oven. Serve 
with a hominy and brown sauce bor- 
der, garnish with sprigs of parsley or 
chopped parsley.

Walker, prominent banker and real 
estate agent of this city, who took 
poison by mistake last Wednesday 
night, is unconscious and believed to 
be dying. 

Shortly after he took the poison by 
mistake, Walker was told by his doc- 
tors that he could not live more than 
a few days. He resigned himself to 
his fate. 

Mrs. Walker collapsed at first, but 
bore up bravely on Friday, and Fri- 


day night Walker left his bed, dressed. 


and held a reception to his friends. 
He told them the end was near. Sat- 
urday he drew up his will. In the 
afternoon uremic poisoning set in. 

Walker returned from the summer 
home of his father-in-law, W. C. 
Stevens, a wealthy pottery manufac- 
turer, twenty miles from Macon, last 
Tuesday evening. His wife and child 
remained there. He passed the night 
at the family residence, but was dis- 
turbed at 3 o’clock in the morning by 
a@ severe headache. ee went to a 
medicine shelf to get an aspirin tablet 
and by mistake took a tablet from a 
box of bichloride of mercury. This 
box had on it the lid of the aspirin 
box. 

Walker did not discover his mistake 
for three hours. Intense pain caused 
him to summon a physician. The pa- 
tient thought he was having an. at- 
tack ofeappendicitis. 
realized that a critical stage had al- 
ready been reached and soon found 
the poison. 

A consultation of physicians fol- 
lowed in the hope of saving the pa- 
tient’s life and advice was sought by 
telegraph-from many nospitals. 

Walker’s kidneys have been para-

JEWS HOMELESS 


Most Ancient Ghetto In Europe 
Is Destroyed by Fire 


Pressburg, Hungary, May 20.—The 
extent of the fire in the Ghetto here, 
Saturday, when 8000 persons were 
rendered homeless, might have been 
considerably lessened but for the 
strict religious observance of the 
Orthodox Jews in refusing to perform 
any labor on the Sabbath. 

It was only afier the chief rabbi 
gave his congregation dispensation 
that they consented to save the wom- 
en and children. The Ghetto, which 
was the most ancient in Kurope, was 
destroyed. 

While the buildings were burning 
the people stocd by and saw all their 
possessions swept by the flames, but 
refused to render any assistance in 
extinguishing the fire.

DESLOVERS’ SECOND 
TRIAL IS BEGUN 


Circumstantial Ewd Evidence Only n 
“Headless” Murder Case 


May 20.—Henry Des- 
twice indicted for the murdei 
of Mrs. Angele Parmentier in Woon- 
socket, was placed on trial in the su- 
perior court after a bitter preliminary 
fight between the opposing counsel. 

The crime for which Deslovers is 
being tried was one of the most 
atrocious ever committed in the state. 
On June 25 last the headless body of a 
woman, with the arms and feet tied, 
was found in the Blackstone river at 
Wocnsocket. Subsequent searches 
resulted in the finding of the head, 
and the body was identified as that of 
Mrs. Angele Parmentier. A few days 
later Deslovers, who is~ alleged to 
have been intimate with the woman, 
was arrested. 

It is expected the trial will last 
about two weeks. The evidence will 
be almost entirely circumstantial.

Washington, May 20.—Secretary 
Bryan late yesterday. handed Ambas- 
sader Chinda the reply of the United 
States government to the Japanese 
protest against the California alien 
land legislation. The ambassador im- 
‘mediately cabled it to Tokig. - No in- 
timation as to the nature ef the re- 
ply was given out. 

Upom learning that Governor John- 
son had signed the Webb land act, 
Bryan invited Chinda to come to the 
State deparyment to receive the reply 
which he had been anxiously awaiting 
since the presentation of his own note 
on May 9. 

When the answer had been deliv- 
ered Bryan and Chinda conferred 
earnestly for an. hour regarding the 
general aspect of the problem which 
they are trying to, solve. The opin- 
ions expressed were tentative, as for 
his part the ambassador felt that he 
must be guided entirely by the direc- 
tions of the foreign office at Tokio and 
he could enly surmise what might be 
the attitude cf the officials at home. 

Meanwhile it was understood that 
bath the Japanese protest and the 
state department’s answer would be 
withheld from publication, for the 
present at least, on the ground that 
it would be injudicious to submit the 
delicate questions at issue to heated 
disciission in the newspapers and at 
possible mass meetings. . 

The negotiations between the two 
governments are now expected to pro- 
ceed in regular fashion without fur- 
ther reference to what takes place in 
California. Upon returning to. the 
embassy Chinda dispatched the state 
department's reply to his ‘own govern- 
ment, and it is: assumed that several! 

| days may elapse before the next step 
is taken. 

The real weight of objection by 
Japan is against the spirit of the 
whole» legisiation, which, is regarded 
as distinctiy discriminatory against 
the Japanese. . While it is not alleged 
that the treaty in terms prohibits such 
discrimination, yet the spirit of the 
convention, as well as the general 
principles of international law, are 
regarded by Japan as outraged by the 


Webb act. The mere fact that Ameri- 
ca tas entered into the treaty rela- 
tion with Japan is cited as ap admis- 
sion of equality. 

In| his answer, Bryan is understood 
to have recounted at length the efforts 
made by the administration to guard 
against an infringement of the treaty 
rights of the Japanese. 

Bryan said he had not communicat- 
ed with Johnson since the receipt ot 
the governor’s long’ message explain- 
ihg his reasons fer deciding to sign 
the act and prabatly would not do so. 


Billi Signed by Johnson 

Sacramento, May 20.—Governor 
Johnson has signed the alien land bill 
agaihst the protests of Japan and 
President Wilson; and the measure 
becomes a law, operative on Aug. 10.

WAYS OF BAKING BANANAS, 

ANANAS sold in the markets 
have been picked when green 
and ripened off the tree. Thus 
they contain a good deal of starch, 
and cooking is needed to bring out the 
food value and flavor. 


Banana Pie.—Take a deep! plate and 


\ 
line it with a rich paste. and bake. 
When cold fill with thin slices of baked 
banana, sprinkle with powdered sugar 
and then cover with well whipped 
cream. 

Baked In Pudding. 

Banana Pudding.—Take enaugh ba- 
nanas to make a half cupful of tie 
fruit when it is reduced to a pulp, a 
pint of milk, a cupful of stale cake: 
crumbs, three tablespoonfulS of Sugar. 
three eggs, a teaspoonful of vanillu 
and a quarter of a teaspoonful of salt. 
Seald the milk, then pour it over the 
cakecrumbs and let them stand unti: 
they are soft enough to rub through u 
sieve. Slightly beat the eggs and then 
stir these with cake and fruit. Then 
add the sugar, salt and vanilla. Mix 
well, then place in buttered! molds 
Gook by placing in a pan of hot wa- 
ter and haking until firm. Take from 
the oven and serve at once with the 
following sauce: 

Cream Sauce.—Stir together a half 
cupful of sugar, a half tablespoonful 
of cornstarch, the grated rind of hal! 
a lemon and the juice of the half lem 
on, the yolks of two eggs, slightly 
beaten, and a dash of salt. Place this 
mixture on the fire in a saucepan and 
stir until it boils. Then take from the 
fire and add the stiffly beaten whites 
of two eggs. 


With Lemon Sauce. 

Baked Bananas and Lemon Sauce.— 
Remove the skin and inside pith, place 
the bananas side by side ja a granite 
baking dish, dust with sugar, and 4a 
little lemon-juice, put in a little water 
and bake quickly. 
sauce, 

Banana Custard.— Take three good 
sized bananas, place in a dish and 
squeeze the juice of one lemon over 
them. Put one quart of milk and one 
teacupful of sugar in a double boiler. 
When they come to a boil add the 
yolks of two eggs and two tablespoon 
fuls of cornstarch, also a pinch of salt 
and a small piece of butter. Wheu 
thick pour over the bananas, stir a 
few minutes until the bananas are 
ell mixed with the custard. Put the 
whites, beaten into a stiff froth, on 
top. Set in the oven to brown

BUUND TO HOLD QUORUM 
Granite State Solons Locked In Cham- 
ber by Order of Speaker 

Concord, N. H., May 21.—Much 
excitement marked the last day but 
one cf the present legislature, when 
some of the Republican membefs of 
the house attemptd to leave the 
chamber after Speaker Britton; Pro- 
gressive, had ordered the doors 
locked in order to retain a quorum. 
Although there were some threats of 
forcing the doors, no violence was 
attempted and order was quickly re- 
stored. 

At the forenoon session only fifty 
Republican representatives were pres- 
ent and the house was forced to ad- 
journ until afternoon. An endeavor 
to prevent, through lack of a quorum, 
the passage of administrative bills 
urged by Governor Felker was alleged 
by some members of the house to be 
the reason of the failure of the Re- 
publicans to attend the early session. 

Two measures advocated by the 
governor, one abolishing the state 
board of agriculture and another pro- 
viding for the abolition of the state 
bank commission, were passed in the 
lower branch. Other administrative 
bills will come up for action in the 
house today before the legislature is’ 
prorogued at 5 p. nf. 


POLICY ON PHILIPPINES 


Democrats Are Divided, So the Presi- 
dent Will Investigate 

Washington, May 21.—The report 
that Professor Ford of Princeton 
university has been sent by Presi- 
dent Wilson to the Phillfppines with a 
view of investigating conditions there 
and making to the president specific 
recommendations relative to inde- 
pendence, is taken here to mean that 
‘he administration desires to go slowly 


There are Democrats who believe 
the islands should be given their in- 
dependence at the end of a short term 
of years. There are also those who 
are on the fence waiting “to be 
shown.” There are some who do not 
believe in Philippine independence, 
but who for the sake of party harmony 
say nothing about it. 

The opinion here is that President 
Wilson will make no important move 
affecting the Philippines till Ford re- 
turns to the United States, 


EIGHTY THOUSAND 
CHICKENS HELD UP 


Boycott by Jobbers Who Bis- 
cover. Cheating in Welght 


New York, May 21.—Twenty car- 
loads of live chickens, 4000 chickens 
to the car, were held fin Jersey City 
because angry jobbers refused to re- 
ceive them. 

The trouble arose over a _ recent 
zomplaint of jobbers that receivers 
were stuffing chickens’ crops with 
weight-producing Sand and gravel to 
make up for shrinkage‘ sustained in 
transit. bie 

Until receivers agree to abandon 
the practice, the dealers say they will 
boycott all glive poultry. Ordinarily 
about 125,000 live fowl are handled 
daily. 


NINE IN ELEVEN HOURS 


Railway Head Protests Against Pro- 
posed Act of Legislature 

Boston, May 21.—In a statement 
sent to the members of the legisla- 
ture last night, President Bancroft of 
the Boston Hlevated Railway company 
protests against the passage of the 
nine hours in eleven bill for Street car 
men. 

It is contended by Bancroft that, if 
this legislation is passed, it will be 
necessary to employ 1700 more men 
than at present. * 

It is furthermore contended that an 
attempt to settle the hours of employ- 
ment is a plain violation of the agree- 
ment existing between the railway 
company and the Boston Carmen’s 
union, 


BALKAN PEACE PARLEY 


Better Terms Are Sought by Chiefs of 
the PRnipotentiaries 

London, May 21.—The chiefs of 
the Balkan plenipotentiaries now in 
London to renew the Balkan-Turkish 
peace negotiations met privately for 
the purpose of preparing a request to 
the powers that the peace proposals 
be modified in several instances. 

At the same time the ambassadors 
met with Sir Edward Grey to discuss 
the situation, particularly the Greek 
representations regarding the Albani- 
an frontier and the A®gean islands.

SPAGHETTI COMBINATIONS. 
PAGHETTI, though not so pop 
ular in this country as maca- 
roi, is every bit as nutritious. 
The paste from which it is made is ex- 
actly the same as that used for mac- 
zaroni. Instead of being formed into 
tubes spaghetti is made in the shape of 
threads. ‘The glutinous flour of hard 
wheat from which these favorite Ital- 
ian foods are manufactured is full of 
nourishment. 
Spaghetti may be combined with oth- 
er foods to make~ delicious dishes. 
Some recipes for these folldw: 
Spaghetti With Tomato Sance.—Take 
a cupful of spaghetti and, boil and 
blanch it. Butter a baking dish and 
pour the spaghetti in it. Add a cupful 
of strained tomatoes, a littlg cream 
sauce and sprinkle with breadcrumbs. 
Bake in a hot oven for twenty min- 
utes. 
To make the sauce place a table- 
spoonful of butter in a saucepan, add- 
ing a tablespoonful of flour. Mix these 
togeth@r and slowly pour in a cupfu! 
of cold milk. Stir these together until 
smooth. Then idd a couple of table- 
spoonfuls of grated cheese, a teaspoon- 
ful of salt and a dash of pepper. Mix 
all together and when smooth poul 
over the spaghetti. 


Excellent Viands. 

Eggs and Spaghetti—Take some spa- 
ghetti and cook it with a cupful of 
grated cheese. When the spaghetti 
and cheese are cooked, add slices of 
hard boiled eggs. Serve in a bow! gar- 
nished with pieces of soft toast. 

Spaghetti and Mushrooms.—Boil a 
pound of spaghetti for eight minutes 
im salt water. Then wash and drain. 
Pour into a saucepan a cupful of rich 
beef or veal gravy and put in the spa- 
ghetti. Cook and add a pound of fried 
fresh mushrooms, a very small quanti- 
ty of finely chopped and fried onions 
and one cupful of stewed tomatoes. 
Season with salt and paprika and cook 
for ten minutes. When serving sprin 
kle grated parmesan cheese over it, 

Spaghetti and Bacon.—Take a small 
packnge of spaghetti, half a dozen 
slices of bacon which have been cut 
into small squares and fried crisp and 
a half can of tomatoes. ‘Turn the spa- 
ghetti into two quarts of rapidly boil- 
ing salted water, add a half teaspoon- 
ful of pepper and boil hard for twenty 
or thirty minutes; stir frequently to 
prevent scorching. Drain the spaghet- 
ti in a colander and rinse thoroughly ip 
cold running water. Add to the bacon 
and tomatoes, season to taste and boil 
thirty minutes.

FINDS NO CRIMINAL ACT * OPPORTUNITY FOR APPRENTICES. 


Inquest on Wreck In Which Six Were 
Killed Exonerates Railroad ‘ 
Boston, May 22.—-Nine months and 
thirteen days after the New Haven 
railroad wreck in South Boston, 
which cost the lives of eight persons, 
the findirg in the inquest on the death 
of William J. Tirrell, the engineer of 
the train, is made public this morn- 
ing. 

The ultimate finding is that “the 
deceased William J. Tirrell came to 
his death by accidéht and that the 
criminal act of nO other person con- 
tributed thereto.” — : 

Judge ‘Logan finds that the train, 
a Cohasset to Boston local, was tak- 
ing the 3 percent curve at nearly the 
speed of sixty miles an hour when the 
accident occurred. ‘ 

The train consisted of the engine, 
tender, two coaches and a combina- 
tion smoker and baggage car. Be- 
sides the eight persons who died ‘as 
a result of the accident a number of 


persons suffered broken limbs and 
burns.

Senatc Demécrats Plan to Equalize

Washingtan, May 22.—Determina- 
tion to equalize live stock and grains 
and their respective products in the 
Underwood tariff bill has been reached 
by the senate finanée sub-committee 
considering the agricultural sched- 

ule. 

It has been agreed that if cattle, 
sheep, hogs, wheat and oats are to 
as the’ Underwood 
bill classifies them, then a duty shall 
be placed upon beef, mutton, pork, 
wheat flour and oats, or if these pro- 
ducts are to remain on the free list 
the raw materials will be placéd on 
the free list.

Washington, May 22.—Surgeon 
General Stokes of the navy has re- 
ceived a letter from a woman, whose 
name was withheld, in which she in- 
formed him that she had a weed which 
“cure bubonic plague, also 
snake bites, tyranchular.. bites, all 
kinds of poison insect stings, senti- 
pede sting, and has been Said. to have 
cured hidraphobia. It is quite prob- 
able that it will eure the bubonic flea 
bite. 

“It won't do any harm if it don’t do 
any good,” she says, and closes her 
letter with a request to near from the 
surgeon general on the matter. 


DYNAMITE IN COURTHOUSE 


Two Sticks of Explosive Carefully 
Prepared to Cause Explosion 

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., May 22.— 
Two sticks of dynamite were found 
behind a radiator in the corridor of 
the Duchess county courthouse. The 
discovery was made by two prisoners 
from the jail, who as trusties were 
working in the courthouse. 

The sticks were fastened together, 
carefully capped, and with sixty feet 
of fuse attached. The spot at which 
the explosive was found’ is close to 
the door of ‘the county treasurer’s of- 
fice. 

The police have no clue to’the per- 
petrators except a vague theory that 
it was the work of some former 
prisoner.

ASK $400,000,000 
AS WAR INDEMNITY 


Balkan States’ Demand Is 
Supported by Precedents 


London, May 22.—"The Bulgarian 
minister of finance, T. Theodoroff, 
who is to represent Bulgaria at the 
financial conference in Paris, in con- 
nection with the Balkan settlement, 
said the Balkan states would ask for 
a war indemnity of $400,000,000, of 
share 
$200 ,000,000. 

Numerous precedents, he _ said, 
supported the Balkan demand. They 
did not ask to be idemnified for in- 
direct losses due to the state of war, 
but merely for reimbursement of pure- 
ly military expenditures and the cost 
of pensions for those incapacitated 
and the families of those killed. It 
was on these considerations that the 
sum of $490,000,000 was based. 


LAST OF WHALING MASTERS 


Nantucket Loses Captain DeFriez, 
Who Became Probate Judge 

Nantucket, Mass., May 22.—Cap- 
tain Thaddeus C. DeFriez, the last of 
Nantucket’s whaling masters, died 
here. He was 91 years old. 

DeFriez went whaling as a youth 
in search of health. He had been ill 
for some time, and the island physi- 
cians predicted that he had not long 
to live. But he shipped before the 
mast, and in the pursuit of the whale 
found the health he sought. He rose 
to be captain of his craft and returned 
from the sea after ten years afloat. 


After studying law he became judge’ 


of the Nantucket probate court, an of- 
fice which he held many years, retir- 
ing recently on half pay.

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Breen’s Fee For “Planting”) — 
Dynamite at Lawrence 


From Rice and Pitman—Was Of- 
fered $7000 Subsequent to Convic-

Boston, May 22.—A sensation was 
sprung in the dynamite trial when 
John J. Breen, summoned by the gov- 
ernment, took the stand and told how 
he received $700 for “planting” the 
dynamite at ‘Lawrence.

Edward J. Sandberg is the first man 
to install a gasoline engine in a sloop 
in Boston Harbor. His Marion is at 
Fallions wharf for its second cargo of 
rock, The sloop is 55 by 20, carries 
70 ton, 520 feet of sail and makes a 
run-to Winthrop: in-a little over two 
hours.

New Hampshire Solons Clear Up 
Their Work and Go Home 


Concord, N. H., May 23.—At 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, stand- 
ard time, but at 5 o’clock Wednesday 
afternoon, May 21, by legislative 
time, Governor Felker prorogued the 
New Hampshire legislature at the 
Close of its 142d day. 

The bill establishing new senatorial 
flistricts throughout the state, which 
held the legislature in sessioh all 
night, was passed, the requisite 
quorum of Democrats having been se- 
tured. 

During the final hours two import- 
ant measures were passed. One pro- 
vides for legislating out of office the 
present state liquor license commis- 
sion, establishing a new one in its 
place. The other provides for the 
unification of the police commissions 
of the state. 

Amendments to the federal consti- 
tution, providing for the imposition 
of an income tax and for the direct 
election of United States senators, 
were ratified. 


TO CALL JO'NT CAUCUS 


Republican Senators Consider Plans 
to Capture Next Congress 

Washingtun, May 23.—Republican 
Senators at a conference appointed a 
committee of five to confer with mem- 
berg of the house and plan a joint cau- 
cus next week to organize a congres- 
sional campaign committee, establish 
headquarters and organize for the 
coming congressional campaign. 

Senator Gallinger presided at the 
conference, which was attended by 
thirty-one senaters. It was the pre- 
vaiding opinion that the campaign to 
elect a Republican congress in 1914 
should begin at once and that the 
campaign committee should be com- 
posed of representatives and senators, 
the plan already adopted by the 
Democrats at the suggestion of Presi- 
dent Wilson.

JENNINGS TAKEN 
TO BRIDGEWATER 


Confessed Slayer of Many Per- 
sons Is Found to Be Insane 


Boston, May 23.—James B. Jen- 
mings, the pugilist known as “Kid 
Carter,” was removed from the state 
prison to the hospital for the criminal 
insane at Bridgewater late yesterday. 
Jennings was convicted of the murder 
of William H. MacPherson. After 
receiving his sentence, he confessed 
to the murder of Mrs. Mildred Dono- 
van of Revere, and claimed to have 
committed other murders in the west. 

Jennings was declared insane by 
Dr. Steadman, an atienist, and Dr. 
McLaughlin, the physician at the 
state prison. They reported their 
findings to Judge Crosby of the su- 
perior court and he authorized the 
transfer. 


ITALIANS PUT TO FLIGHT 


Arats Force Them to Abandon Field 
Guns After Severe Battle 

Benshazi, Tripoli, May 23.—The 
Italian trcops under General Ganbrat- 
ti were forced to retire after a battle 
with the Arabs at Sidi Garba, accord- 
ing to details just received here. 

The Italians advanced in three col- 
umns against the Arab position, where 
they met with a most stubborn re- 
sistance and were finally compelled to 
retreat to Derna, abandoning three 
field guns damaged during the fight- 
ing. 

The check is ascribed by the Ital- 
ian commander to the superior num- 
bers of the Arabs, to the fatigue of 
the Italian troops and to the difficult 
ground. 

The casualties sustained by the 
Arabs are said to have numbered 500, 
while the Italians lost a large number 
of officers wounded. 


MOUNTAIN PEAK BLOWN UP 


Had For Many Centuries Threatened 
Destruction of French Villace 
Chambery, France, May 23.—Mili- 
tary engineers blasted into fragments 
the loose peak of a mountain consist- 
ing of 86,000 cubic feet of rock which 
had threatened to fall and destroy 
at any moment the village of Tormery 
in the department of Savoie, ever 
since its foundation as a cluster of 

huts in the middle ages. 

A charge of 900 pounds of dynamite 
was used for the explosion. Before 
the fuse was fired, the villagers re- 
moved all their animals and portable 
property to the neighboring hills.

Boston, May 23.—The defense 
which. will be, offered by. counsel for 
Fred E,, Atteaux. was clearly shown, 
and the defense which will be relied 


upon by William M. Wood's counsel 
was hinted at during yesterday’s ses- 
sion of the dynamite conspiracy trial. 

Daniel H. Coakley tried to show 
that John J. Breen, on whose testi- 
mony the case ofthe prosecution in 
large part rests, had a motive for re- 
venging himself against Atteaux. He 
tried to show that Breen tried to get 
$12,000, first from Atteaux and later 
from William B. Watts, and from 
Coakley himself, both acting for At- 
teaux; that this money was refused, 
and that Breen threatened t6 “get 
back”at Atteaux. All! these charges, 
couched in questions, were vigorously 
denied by Breen. 

He tried to show, also, that Breen 
had a motive of his own in planting 
the dynamite, as he “considered that 
his mother’s estate was losing heav- 
ily through the strike. The dramatic 
suicide of Ernest W. Pitman on the 
morning on which he had been sum- 
moned to appear before the grand 
jury to, tell of the alleged conspiracy 
he sought to. explain by asking wit- 
nesses if they knew of any business 
losses sustained by Pitman in con- 
nection with the failure of the Blanch- 
‘ard company, and also by asking 
Breen if he had not practically driven 
him, to suicide by threatening him with 
blackmail. This was. denied by 
Breen.

It was offered by the government 
that these men formed a new company, 
known as the United Fast Color Eye- 
let Company, with a capital stock of 
$1,500,000 which took over the busi- 
ness and assets of the Boston company 
King, Tolman and Kempshall to re- 
ceive $155,000 of preferred stock of 
the new company and the United Shoe 
company to have $1,000,000 of pre- 
ferred and $145,000 of common stock 
of the new company and King was to 
receive $35,000 in cash,

man and Kempshall should not, joint- 
ly or severally, engage in any business 
which would be hostile to the devel- 
opment of the business of the new 
company. At the same time the Uni- 
ted Shoe is alleged to have acquired 
from the same men for $75,000 their 
rights to an enamel eyelet,paying with 
preferred stock of the United Fast Col- 
or Eyelet Company, and the venders 
could not engage in the trade of such 
eyelets for ..15 years...

Several new laws of interest to de- 
fendants in courts for drunkenness 
and misdemeanors have recently been 
passed by the legislature and are now 
in force. The new law in relation tc 
drunkenness is that if a man is fined a 
sum not exceeding $15, and he has not 
the amount, he can not be committed 
for non payment except under certain 
conditions. That is if a man is fined 
any amount up to $15 and can not pay 
the court must suspend his sentence 
on probation. There is a provision 
however which provides if the court 
has reason to believe he will be de- 
faulted for non payment or should be 
confined it may order the man com- 
mitted but the mittimus committing 
the prisofiér must contain a statement 
of facts, as to why he was committed.

3 Value of Foods. 

A well meaning meal containing the 
proper combination of foods is not dif. 
ficult to prepure. The essential ingre 
dient, a repairing muterial. is protein. 
found abundantly in meat, eggs, cheese 
and nuts. The starches and sugurs. 
technically known as carbobydrutes. 
are required also. together with fats 
for-fuel for effort. These two fuel 
furnishing foods can be used alternate 
ly, thus securing .a variation. Scien- 
tists who have given the question of 
food ,.yalues special attention report 
that a diet of protein, fat and carbo- 
hydrates alone would cause starva- 
tion more quickly than if all food were 
withheld. There is the necessity of in- 
troducing some mineral! salts that yield 
iron, calcium, magnesium, phosphorus 
and potassium. 
A supply of iron is obtained from 
raisins, whole wheat, dried beans. 
prunes and meats or the yolks of eggs. 
Calcium is contributed by milk, dried 
peas and beans, celery aud citrus fruits. 
In meat, peas, beans, milk and prunes 
there is magnesium. Phosphorus forms 
a quality in meat, milk, egg yolks. 
whole wheat, dried peas and beans 
Potassium is furnished in potatoes 
parsnips, cabbage, turnips and apples. 
—Leslie’s.

Upstairs and Down. 

A tailor suggests whisking a black 
skirt with strong coffee and ammonia 
to remove dirt. The skirt is first brush- 
ed. Then a fresh whisk is dipped into 
a cupful of strong coffee mixed with a 
teaspvonful of ammonia, and with thi- 
the skirt is brushed. The coffee should 
be brushed over the skirt quickly, and 
the brush should not hold too much of 
the liquid. 

Ammonia, alcohol and water in equal 
parts form a good solution for cleaning 
skirts. Ammonia, of course, must be 
carefully used. as it damages some 
colors. It can be sparingly tried on 
an inside seam or even on a little stretch 
of the wrong side of the hem. If it 
takes out the color alcohol and water 
ean be used instead. Naphtha is ob 
jectionable because of it clinging odor 
and also because a skirt cleaned with 
it cannot be ironed safely for many 
hours. 

When a skirt.of black or other dark 
colored material looks shiny from much 
wear it can be rubbed with a solution 
of borax and water. ‘This solution re- 
moves the glaze completely and can be 
applied whenever the shine returns. 
Borax. of course, might, like ammonia, 
have a disastrous effect on some colors, 
so it. too, should be tried first on the 
wrong side of the skirt.

Calgary, Alberta, May 26.—Arthur 
Pelky, who killed Luther McCarty 
with. a blow below the heart in the 
first round of their world’s champion- 
ship battle, is under arrest on a 
charge of manslaughter, but released 
on $10,000 bail pending the result of 
an autopsy to be held today. 

Pelky was so dazed by the sudden 
and fata] ending of the fight that he 
seemed unable to realize that one 
short right arm blow cver the heart 
had ended the career of the man who 
claimed the world’s white heavyweight 
championship. 

Even while the arrangements for 
Pelky’s release on bail were being 
made and while “Tommy” Burns, his 
manager, and F. L. Lowes of Cal- 
Bary were offering bail, Coroner 
Costello called an inquest and sum- 
moned a jury, which met and ad- 
journed until today. 

James Short, king’s coung¢illor, said 
that an information would be lodged 
against Pelky and possibly all those 
Closely associated with the arrange- 
ments for the bout. Under the laws 
of Alberta every one of the 10,000 
spectators is liable to arrest for man- 
slaughter. 

The general opinion is that Me- 
Carty’s heart was affected hy the high 
altitude, as Calgary is 3400 feet above 
the level of the sea, but Dr. Birch, | 
one of the physicians in attendance, 
said that as McCarty was not exam- 
ined before the fight it is impossible 
now to tell the cause of death. | 

Dr. Aull, an athletic expert and a} 
physician, said not one of Peliy’s 
blows had power enough to cause 
death. A council of physicians who 
attended McCarty declared unani- 
mously that death was due to heart 
disease and not to Pelky’s blow. | 

Pelky said: “I scarcely knew the 
bout had started when the end came. 
I was putting little or no force sa 
hind my blows, for my manager, | 
“Tommy” Burns, had instructed me} 
to get a line on McCarty, as we knew | 
practically nothing of his form of 
fighting because of his secret work- | 
outs. I was the most surprised man | 
in the arena when McCarty fell.” |

ising of the “white hopes.”” He was a} 
finely built young man and would be}

GAIN BY’ PROGRESSIVE WING 


Council to Meet ae Days After Ad- 
journment of Congress and Decide 
Question of National Convention In 
1914—Permanent Heaquarterg to 
Be Established in Washington 


Washington, May 26.—To create a 
new and vigorous Republican party 
out of the thing of shreds and patches 
left by last year’s fight, the Republi- 
can national committee will meet 
Within sixty days after the adjourn- 
ment of the special session of con- 
gress. The leaders think the effect of 
Democratic tariff revision then will be 


apparent. The committee will de- 
cide whether it can put Humpty 
Dumpty together. If not, a nationa! 


convention of the party will be called 
for some time in 1914. 

The need of reform within the party 
was not denied and steps were taken 
to bring about changes in party meth- 
ods which members in discussion de- 
clared were of paramount importance. 
The suggestion of the progressive ele- 
ment for a national convention in the 
near future was heard fad it was 
practically the unaniraous opinion 
that such a convention should _ be 
called. It was decided to submit this 
question to the national committee 
and the agreement of opinion among 
the executive committeemen was 
taken as an indication of what might 
be expected from the larger body. 

This program was determined upon 
by the executive committee of the na- 
tional committee, at a meeting here. 
It was an auspicious beginning of the 

“get together” movement. 

Charles D. Hilles, chairman of the 
national committee, opened the meet- 
ing of the executive committee with a 
statement that it was called to con- 
sider: 

Establishment of headquarters and 


an inauguration of a publicity cam- } 


paign. 

Co-operation between the national! 
pas congressional committees. 

Correction of the inequalities of 
representation. 

It was agreed unanimously to es- 
tablish a headquarters in Washing- 
ton, in charge of James B. Reynolds, 
secretary of the national committee. 
Reynolds will conduct the organization 
and publicity work, such as already 
is being done by Thomas J. Pence for 
the Democratic national committee, 
and O. K. Davis for the Progressive 
national committee. For the first time 
the great parties are maintaining per- 
manent headquarters here between 
elections. ; 

It was likewise agreed that the na- 
tional committee shal! co-operate with 
the congressional committee, for it is 
realized that the result of the con- 
gressional elections in 1914 will go 
far to determine the presidential cam- 
paign of 1916. 


CHILDREN ;TRAMPLED UPON

London, May 26.—Victoria park, in 
the East End, was the scene of riot- 
ing Sunday when trades unionists and 
Socialists attempted to hold a dem- 
onstration in support of votes fo 
working women. Fifteen platforms 


had been erected; they were elab- 
orately decorated with flags. 
The crowd stormed a truck on 


which were militant suffragettes and 
dragged it outside the park. 

Mounted and foot police by repeated 
charges finally drove the crowd away. 
Women and men fainted in the crusi 
and children were trampled upon. 
Many of the women had clothing torn 
off. There were innumerable free 
fights and the ambulance corps were 
kept busy. 

Suffragettes paraded with their 
colors, the standard bearers wearing 
red liberty caps. This was the cause 
of more disorder. The mob tore the 
decorations from the platforms and 
carried away the flags as souvenirs.

This Astonishing Tool Will Slice a 
Massive Metal Beam Almost as

At its great heat of 6,300 degrees and 
in the presence of this free oxygen the 
metal readily burns. The iron or steel 
ls the fuel, and the stream of oxygen 
supports the combustion.

PRESIDENT WA WANTS IT STOPPEI 


Says Nawspapirs Ave’? Aré Filled With Ad 
vertising to Mislead, Unlimite 
Money Being Spent to Turn Publi 
Opinion—Urges Wider Publicity o 
Evil—War Declared on Lobbyists 


Washington, May 27.—Presiden 
Wilson declared that one of the mos 
concentrated efforts ever made is now 
being made by the “special interests’ 
to open the tariff bill to amend- 
ment and change in their favor. 
Washington, he intimated, is swarm- 
ing with lobbyists who are conducting 
a@ campaign of systematic misrepre- 
sentation. 

By lobbyists the president does. noi 
mean the legitimate representatives 0: 
business and industry who have come 
to Washington to set their cases be- 
fore the committees of congress; wha' 
he has especial reference to is the 
vast number of persons who are in 
ducing other persons to write letter 
to congress about tariff schedule 
which it is obvious the writers know 
The presi 
dent later issued the fclie-ving state- 
ment: 

“I think. the public ought to know 
the extraordinary exertions being mad 
by the lobby in Washington to gai 
recognition for certain alterations o 
the tariff bill. Washington has sel 
dom seen so numerous, so industrious 
or so insidious a lobby. The news 
papers are being filled with paid ad 
vertisements, calculated to misleac 
the judgment of public men not only 
but also the public opinion of th: 
country itself. There is every evi- 
dence that money without limit is be- 
ing spent to sustain this lobby, anc 
to create an appearance of a pressure 
of public. opinion antagonistic to some 
of the chief items of the tariff bill, 

“It is of serious interest to the 
country that the people at layge shoulc 
have no lobby and be voiceless ii 
these matters, while great bodies o 
astute men seek to create an artificia 
opinion and to overcome the interest: 
of the public for their private profit. 
It is thoroughly worth the while oa: 
the people of this country to take 
knowledge of this matter. Only pub- 
lic opinion can check and destroy it. 

“The government in all its branche: 
ought to be relieved from this intoler- 
able burden and this constant inter- 
ruption to the calm progress of de- 
bate. I know that in this I am speak- 
ing for the members of the twe 
houses, who would rejoice as muct 
as 1 would to be released from this 
unbearable situation.” 

The president moved to “take to thc 
country” his fight against the lobbie 
because he said he did not believe the 
mation was advised of the extremitte: 
to which lobbying against the tarif 
bill has gone. He _ gently chided 
newspapermen, whom he received in 
saying he dic 
not believe the public press had ade- 
quately told the country of the organ- 
ized forces at work at the Capital. 

That a brick could not be thrown in 
Washington without hitting the head 
of some lobbyist, was the humorous 
declaration of the president. 

He was almost defiant to the lobby- 
ists, asserting his lack of fear that 
their efforts would result in anything. 


COST FALLS ON FARMERS 


Must Pay For Benefits Derived From 
Reclamation In the West 

Washington, May 27.—More thar 
10,000 farmers on reclamation pro- 
jects of the west will be affected by 
the supreme court’s decision that they 
must pay to the government the cost 
of maintaining and operating the vari~- 
ous reclamations projected, pending 
their completion. 

The decision was in the suit by 
farmers on the sunny side of the 
Yakima, Wash., project, to have the 
reciamation service enjoined from 
cutting off the water supply to enforce 
collection of such charges, imposed 
under instructions from the secretary 
of the interior in 1902. Nearly $1,- 
000,000 has already been collected by 
the government and $500,000 more is 
about due. 

Justice Lamar announced the court's 
unanimous decision and declared con- 
gress intended the settlers should pay 
the cost of maintenance and opera- 
tion.

Add a sprig 
or two of parsley, a cucumber sliced 
thin and a very small onion or shallot 
either sliced or finely minced. Put in 
a bay leaf, three lumps of sugar, the 
weight of these in butter and an egg- 
cupful of white vinegar.

Spiced Trout.—Cut into slices a trout 
weighing two pounds. Wash, wipe 
dry and sprinkle with a little salt and 
let stand for one-half hour.

Salem, Mass., May 27.—An un- 
usual record.in murder trials was 
; made here when the cases of Mrs. 
‘ Rose Spogard and:Marsoob Casparian 
of Lynn, both ch&rged with shooting 
to death their respective helpmates, 
were disposed of in quick succession 
by sentences of life imprisonment. 
Both pleaded guilty to murder in the 
second degree. Mrs. Spogard shot 
her husband, Sven, Feb. 22, because, 
she claimed, he assailed her charac- 
ter by reference to her life before they 
were married. She was sentenced to 
the women’s prison in Sherborn. 
Casparian, who killed his wife, 
Queenie, last October, because of 
jealousy, was sent to the state prison.

Mrs. Pankhurst Must Complete Her 
~ Interrupted Sentence 

London, May 27.—Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst, the militant suffragette 
leader, who was released from Hollo- 
way jail.gn license on April 12, owing 
to the seflous condition of her health 
arising from her “hunger strike,” was 
rearrested when she was leaving the 
house where she has been staying. 

Mrs. Pankhurst’s ability to leave 
the house where she had been con- 
valescing was apparently accepted by 
the authorities as evidence of her 
complete restoration to health. She 
was formally arraigned at Bow street 
police court and ordered by the magis- 
trate to be taken to Holloway jail to 
complete her interrupted sentence. 

When she was arrested Mrs. Pank- 
hurst was just about to drive to the 
weekly meeting of the militant or- 
ganization.

CITY SLUMS. 

Mrs. Woodrow Wilson is spending 
considerable time, so the dispatches 
say, in studying slum conditions in 
Washington. May she be able to bring 


about some amelioration in these 
nightmare realms of dirt and dis- 
order. 

Says the comfortable man: “Why 
will people live amid these sticky 


smells, when Kansas is shouting for 
wheat harvesters? If in order to 
keep within reach of the moving pic- 
ture show, they persist in living in 
this conglomerate of dirt and decay, 
it is their affair, not ours.” 

It is the affair of the community, 
though, just as much as to nail a red 
card on the house infected with small 
pox. Among these high buildings and 
narrow courts, which imprison the 
air as in a cellar, where the atmos- 
phere becomes a heavy and adhesive 
steam, there is brewed a hell-broth of 
tuberculosis and typhoid. House- 
keepers in fairer neighborhoods be- 
come worried about the smell of one 
garbage pail, when the contamination 
of a city slum is carried by human 
contact to the remotest village: 

In spite of all that has been done 
by sanitary laws and philanthropy, 
students of slum conditions say. little 
improvement is shown sincé America 
first began to study how the other 
half lives. Meanwhile in Germany, 
which Americans regard as almost an 
inferior civilization, the government 
builds sanitary tenements wholesale, 
kept clean by determined inspection. 
Any condition that impairs physical 
health. is intolerable to the people of} 
Germany. 

City slums could be kept elean and 
sweet just as the deadly Panama 
isthmus was turned into a health re- 
sort. It needs a strong authority and 
an honest city government. The peo- 
ple who make the best machinés. and: 
the best railroads in the world, ought 
to be ashamed of the childish stu- 
pidity with which the Americin 
plague spots have been dealt ‘with.

‘MEN WANTED 


IN WOOD CASE 

Two Witnesses Called by Gov- 
ernment Have Disappeared 

BHAUFFEUR AND A TREASURER 


—Defense Scores When Telephone 
Records Are Excluded by Court 


Boston, May 28.—That two per- 
sons, one an official of the American 
Woolen company and the other a 
chauffeur of William M. Wood, both 
of whom might have proved valuable 
withesses to the prosecution, have 
disappeared, and cannot be located by 
the government, was the startling in- 
timation made by District Attorney 
Pelletier during his examination of 
witnesses at the trial of William M. 
Wood, Fred E. Atteaux and Dennis 
J. Collins yesterday: 

One of the persons as to whose 
whereabouts Pelletier questioned 
closely was Charles A. Hardy, third 
assistant treasurer of the American 
Woolen company. assistant Treas- 
arer Currier, who was on the stand, 
testified he had not seen Hardy for 
eight weeks and did not know where 
he was. Hardy occupied a desk in 
the next office to the one in whieh 
took place the now famous meeting 
between Wood and Atteaux, in which 
the check of $2100 was paid to the 
latter. 

Oville Readig, a chauffeur for Wood 
on the day of the dynamite planting, 
likewise cannot be located, and his 
alleged disappearance precipitated a 
sharp colloquy between the district at- 
torney and Henry F. Hurlburt, coun- 
sel for Wood. Readig has not been 
seen in Andover, according to’a wit- 
ness, for several months. 

The district. attorney questioned 
Daniel J. Mahoney, an employe of 
Wood, very closely as to Readig’s 
possible whereabouts, and in answer 
to an objection by Hurlburt, said: “I 
am trying to find out where this wit- 
ness is, and we propose to find him 
if he can be reached by the govern- 
ment’s process.” 

Last week, during the testimony of 
William H. Rice, the Quincy quarry- 
man who furnished the dynamite to 
Ernest W. Pitman, Pelletier asked 
very minutely as to the description 
of the automobile and chauffeur which 
drove Pitman to Rice’s house on the 
afternoon of the day of the dynamite 
planting, and appeared to attach much 
importance to the matter. Spectators 
in the court who recalled this exam- 
ination suspected that it is the pur- 
pose of the government to show that 
this automobile belonged to Wood, 
and that the chauffeur who drove it 
was Readig. 

The testimony of James R. Bailey, 
Jr., who had general charge of af- 
fairs in the Lawrence mills during the 
strike, developed the fact that Pit- 
man, the contractor who committed 
suicide on the day of the grand jury 
investigation of the alleged dynamite 
conspiracy, and who is mentioned as 
a co-conspirator in the indictments, 
was, like Atteaux, “specially em- 
ployed” during the strike. He fur- 
nished a number of the mill guards, 
and was frequently in Lawrence. 

In two respects the defense scored 
heavily during the day’s testimony. 
Telephone records, by which it was 
intended to-show alleged telephone 
conversations between Atteaux, from 
the offices of the American Woolen 
compeny, with Breen and Pitman on 
the day before the planting of the 
dynamite, were excluded as. evi- 
dence, and the two central telephone 
operators of the company were unable 
to recollect any such conversations. 


CALLAHAN {S DEAD 


Man Who Shot Sweetheart and Self 
Succumbs to His Wound 
Boston, May 28.—James Callahan, 
who, on May 8, in a despondent fit, 
shot Miss Johanna Bradley and then 
turned the gun on himself, died at 
the City hospital. Callahan failed to 
recovered from the _ self-inflicted 
wound in the right: temple. Miss 
Bradicy is still at the City hospital. 
The shooting of Miss Bradley oc- 
eurred in the parlor of her home after 
Callahan had asked her to marry him, 
She had told him he must conquer his 
habit of using drugs before she would 
marry him.

Fry stated were that an individua! 


working alone, is inclined to develop 
as an only child, dogmatism which is 
mental selfishness as well as a child- 
ish desire to have her own way and an 
absorption in her own concerns that 
slams the door in the face of her 
broader usefulness. 

“As many hands lighten labor” so 
many minds working earnestly and 
harmoniously together elucidate the 
problems of our complex life. 

“A well conducted club is a pair of 
“shur-on” spectacles for mental shori 
sightedness. _ 

“Learning to co-operate with others 
in club life developes in the individ- 
ual woman the most degirable quali- 
ties. To yield a point graciously, if 
the common good demands it; to. hold 
one’s ground firmly, but without heat, 
if a principle is at stake; never to 
shirk a reasonable share, thereby de- 
priving someone else of the privilez¢ 
of helping; to keep an opeff mind to 
new ideas offered by fellow workers; 
, to stifle prejudice against any measure 
because of a personal dislike to the 
member who offers it; to qualify by 
working faithfully in the ranks before 
aspiring to leadership; to avoid be- 
ing a wet blanket or firebrand; to 
loyally uphold the leader chosen by 
the majority of her co-workers; to 
meet promptly all financial obligations 
to serve without being meddlesome 
and to officiate without being officious:

Gas Refuses to Burn. for Lee-

The lecture on “Ireland” at the Wol- 
laston Baptist church, Tuesday even- 
ing, by Rev. S. J. Reid, D. D., of Bel- 
ifast, might well have been named 
“Darkest Africa.” 

Although Dr. Reid’s lecture was 
bright and sparkling with Irish wit 
and he had many illuminating things 
|to say, the actual light in the church 
was dim, very dim. 

For some reason the gas refused to 
come though the pipes that connect 
the church and for a time darkness 
prevailed. President Hall of the Wal- 
ther class, who presided, stated that 
last month’s gas bill had been paid 
and as the church did not have a quar- 
ter meter he was unable to acount for 
the situation. 

The ladies of the parish rallied no- 
bly to the emergency and soon the 
best room lamp of one of the deacons 
Was oceupying a place of honor on the 
choir rail, while others from different 
houses made their appearance. A lan- 
tern from pastor Walther’s cellar lit 
up the vestibule ;while in the audito- 
rium many lamps of varied colors 
and styles made a notable display. 

The occasion was a public social of 
the Walther and Rand classes. Dr. 
Reid’s subject was “Ireland as it is 
today social, political, religious.” 

Dr. Reid is a member of the Irish 
Baptist Missionary Society and in 
dealing with his subject he spoke with 
an air of absolute conviction. 

Dr. Reid declared that Americans

| “I am not a teetotaler,” said Roose- 


}velt, “but I am abstemioss to the ex- } 


| treme. 

{my life, nor in the slightest degree 

| under the influence of alcohol.” 

| This was his declaration of faith. 
His story covered the minutest details 

| of his daily life as a soldier, governor, 


president, African hunter, contributor | 


; editor and candidate for re-election. 
| He told with whom and where he had 
| tasted drink and specified how much 
; was in his glass. 

A smile stole over the faces of the 
} Spectators ag he testified he never 
; touched beer, whiskey or red wine. 
i These are the only tipples of the north 
| peninsula of Michigan. 
} Editor Newett sat near enough to 
| the ex-president to touch him on the 
| knee, but did not look at him. 
The leading points in the ex-presi- 
| dent’s testimony may be quoted as fol- 
lows: e 

I am not a total abstainer. 
| I have never drunk a high ball or a 
: cocktail in my life. 
I do not smoke and I do not drink 
beer, and I don’t drink red wine. 
| I have never drunk whiskey or 
| brandy.except when the doctor pre- 
ea it, or possibly on some occa- 


sion after great exposure when I was 
chilled through. 
The only wines I have drunk have 

been white wines, maderia, cham- 
| pagne or very occasionally a glass of 
i sherry. 
| At home at dinner I often drink a 
| glass or two of white wine and Poland 
water. c 

At public dinners I sometimes drink 
a glass of champagne, or perhaps 
two. On an average I may drink one 
glass of champagne a month. 

There was a fine mint bed at the 
White House and I may have drunk 


year: 

On the African trip the expedition 
i took along a case of champagne, a 

case of whiskey and a bottle of 
| brandy. The brandy was for me be- 

cause I do not drink whiskey. In the 
| eleven months of the trip the doctor 
administered just seven ounces of it 

to me for medicinal purposes. I 

never touched it except on his advice. 

The champagne was used for three or 

four of our party who were ill of 

dysentery and for some sick strangers 
| whom we met. 

On speaking tours, by direction of 
Surgeon General Rixey, I sometimes 
took a goblet or two of milk before re- 
tiring, and in each there was a meas- 
ured teaspoonful of brandy. 

Since leaving the White House I 
think I havé tasted mint. juleps twice 
—part of a glass at St. Louis and a 
sip from a loving cup a Little Rock, 
Ark. 

Jacob A. Riis, the writer, called as 
the first important witnes3 for Roose- 
velt, testified he was 64 years old and 
was born in Denmark. Riis said he

Danish Invention Can Replace Large 
Armies With Automatons 
Copenhagen, May 29.—Automatons 
may replace soldiers in the next war 
f an invention just 
Danish engineer named 
what is claimed for it. 
Aeson says he has invented a cylin- 
der which may be buried in the ground 
for years in the same fashion as sub- 
marine mines are placed in harbors, 
doing no damage until they are fired. 
The cylinder is operated by electricity 
from a stztion four or five miles 
distant. When a button is pressed 
the cylinder jumps two feet from the 
ground and fires, 400 shots horizon- 
tally, the shots being effective at a 

range of 3000 yards. 

Any number of cylinders may be 
placed around the places to be de- 
fended in cne cr severai lines, and 
the inventor claims that they would 
mow down 90 percent of the attacking 
force. He asserts, moreover, that 
crops may be grown over the auto- 
matons in time of peace and they 
would be so completely hidden that 
the enemy would not know their posi- 
tion until they started firing.

[Weeks May Introduce Measure 


RESEMELES BAY STATE LAW 


Would Require Listing of “Legislative 
Counsel” and “Legtslative Agents” 
In Both Branches of Congress— 
Democrats Worried Over Possibili- 


ties of Cummins’ Resolution 


Washingtah, May 29.—Senator 
Weeks of Massachusetts is interest- 
ing himself in the “lobby” question 
and had prepared a resolution calling 
for an investigatson of the charges in 
that connection made by President 
Wilson, but was forestalled by Sena- 
tor Cummins’ resolution providing for 
the appointment of a committee of 
five to investigate “lobby” conditions 
at the Capitol. The senate adjourned 
without action on objection of Mr. 
Owen. 

Weeks is preparing and may intro- 
duce a bill modelled after the Massa- 
chusetts law governing the lobby, 
which has been in operation many 
years. This would require the list- 
ing with the clerk of the house and 
the secretary of the senate of all “leg- 
islative counsel,” and. “legislative 
agents,” but it would not go to the 
lengths of the bill’ introduced by Mr. 
Kenyon April 15, which would make 
ita crime for any constituent to 
“consult with’ a member of either 
house of congress with reference to 
any pending legislation unless re- 
quested by the member so to do. 

“I have had my share of callers to 
discuss. tariff matters,” said Weeks, 
“and I do not recall’ more than two or 
three who were not personally inter- 
ested in the articles affected. The 
others were reputable lawyers em- 
ployed by business men who were un- 
able to come to Washington. My con- 
constituents are welcome to consult 
fie at any time regarding the tariff or 
any other matcer, nor would I class 
them as ‘lobbyists’ because they do. 

“Now, on the other hand, the pub- 
lic has the right to know who are ap- 
pearing before legislative commit- 
tees, whom they represent and what 
they want. We are conducting a pub- 
lic business, and I believe it would be 
quite in line with the modern demand 
for publicity that men who are making 
a business of trying to influence leg- 
islation should place themselves on 
record.” : 

The Democrats are more worried 
than the Republicans over the possi- 
bilities of the Cummins resolution, 
for men who want things of congress

BACON MAKES SLIGHT ERROR 


Credits Colonel With One Less Child 
Than He Really Has—Court Bars 
Certain Kinds of Hearsay Testi- 
mony—O’Loughlin Tells of Measure 
Taken to Prevent War With Japan, 


Marquette, Mich., May 29.—Men 
who have been asosciated with Theo- 
dore Reosevelt in public and private 


life, who met him on the Nile when 
he returned from his African hunting 


| trip and newspapermen who accom- 


panied him on his yarious political 
testified yesterday in 
Rooseyelt’s libel suit against George 
A. Newett, a newspaper owner of 
Ishpeming, Mich., that the former 
president not only was not a drunkard 
but that he was notably and extremely 
temperate in the use of intoxicants. 
It would have been impossible, the 
witnesses said, for Roosevelt ever to 
have been under the influence of liq- 
uor Without the fact becoming known 


to his associates. It would have been 


) equally impc@ible, they testified, for 


him to have drunk liquor with any 
regularity without the ss:ell of it on 
his breath being apparent to his 
friends who testified. 

Throughout the hearing of the case 
in which the former president is suing 
for $10,000 damages because of the 


-publication last October of an editorial 


charging him with getting drunk, 
Roosevelt listened with evident satis- 
faction to the testimony of former 
members of his cabinet and of news- 
papermen. 

Once Roosevelt gave vent to an 
audible chuckle. That was when 
Robert Bacon, former secretary of} 
State, in telling of his acquaintance 
with members of the Roosevelt fam- 
ily said the colenel was, the father of 
five children, although he has six. 
Roosevelt's sense of humor was awak- 
ened at. once by this lapse of Bacon’s 
memory and the hearty chuckle which 
he vainly tried to smother in his hand 
caused a ripple of laughter about the 
courtroom. 

The day’s proceedings were marked 
by an important ruling by Judge : 


nigan, which in the introduction of 
evidence by the defense will have the 
effect of excluding certain kinds of 
hearsay testimony. 

This ruling came after a prolonged 
argument during which the jurors 
were excluded from the room and af- 
ter attorneys for Roosevelt had urged 
the exclusion of a certain kind of 
testimony which they said might be 
iutroduced by the defense through 
depositions taken from persons in dif- 
ferent parts of the country. 

The effect of the ruling was that 
Roosevelt's general reputation is an 
issue in the case and testimony bear- 
ing upon his reputation may be intro- 
duced but that rumors or reports 
about his reputation coming from per- | 
sons not qualified by experience to; 
judge shall not be admitted. | 

In the future progress of the hear- 
ing, it was explained in court, a per- 
son who has traveled extensively with 
the former president, or who has 
been associated with him with any de- 
gree of constancy, may testify as to 
his reputation. But a man who heard 
the colonel deliver a political speech 
or saw him for only a few moments.in 
a crowd may not testify as to his gen- 
eral reputation, although he may tell 
how the colonel acted or appeared x 
that particular time. 

Almost every phase of Roosevelt’s 
public life was touched upon by yes- 
terday’s witnesses. All of them spoke 
with emphasis when they expressed 
personal ‘knowledge in denying, af 
the editorial.charges, that the colonel 
“gets drunk, and that not infrequent- | 
ly, and all his intimate friends know 
>" gee . 

Former Assistant Secretary of State 
O’Loughlin testified to going on a 
mission to Japan for the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration during the year Roose- 
vent ordered the Atlantic fleet to the 
Pacific. 

“Was that a measure taken because 
of the relations between this country 
and Japan or was it to prevent war?” 
asked Mr. Belden for tae defendant. 

“Well, yes; it was perfectly evident.

SPANISH. WAR, VETERANS. 

After escorting the Grand Army and 
‘Sotis of Veterans to the Adams Aca-

The address of Charles H. Johnson 
Was brief but right to the point. His 
main thought was the place of the 
Spanish War Veterans today and what 
it would be in the future, and the part 
that they would do in keeping alive 
the memories and the spirit of the old 
veterans. Their place in the future 
was to perpetuate the memory of 
thése veterdns and to inculcate in the 
young men of today a spirit of patriot- | ______ 
ism’ for the country. By so doing, 
while not actively engaged in warfare, 
they were doing a great service for the 
country at the same being ever ready 
and willing to give the best that there 
was in them on the field of battle, if 
occksion should arise. In closing his 
address he read one of Oliver Wendell 
‘Holmes poems’ on the flag.

GOFFE STREET 


AND HISTORY | 


Ramed for Men Distinguished 
in Gramwell’s Time. 


Editor of the Ledger: 

A few weeks ago a petition was put 
in circulation by residents of Presi- 
dents Hill and vicinity to have tlie 
name of Goffe street changed to Presi- 
dents lane, and there~seems to have 
been only slight-audible opposition to 
the movement. Personally I should 
be sorry to haVe such a change made, 
and [ am inclined to think that a good 
many of the signers lent their names 
3ood-naturedly and out of neighborly 
feeling for the promoters, when they 
would never have started the scheme 
themselves. 

Up to a few years ago we had three 
streets on Presidents Hill bearing 
respectively the names of Goffe, Whal- 
ley and Dixwell. .Then Whalley, for 
some unknown reason was changed to 
Monroe, whether to commemorate 
President Monroe or some local repre- 
sentative of the name does not ap- 
pear. 

It may not be amiss to recall the 
significance of the three names, Goffe. 
Whalley and Dixwell were men of dis- 
tinction in their day, and figured 
prominently in the stormy times oil 
English history away back in sixteen 
hundred and something, not far from 
the Pilgrims’ time. William Goffe was 
1 general in Cromwell’s army, a 
graduate of Oxford, a member oi 
Parliament, and was expected to suc- 
seed the great protector. Whalley anc 
Dixwell were associates of Goffe, anc 
it was their lot to sit as a court to try 
und condemn King Chatlés. This was 
at a time when the usual fate of de- 
feated politicians, wheth@r royal o} 
otherwise, was to lose their heads 
along with the rest of the game. 

After Cromwell’s star waned anc 
the royal line was restored, it suited 
the royalists to brand the three judge 
as regicides, and the latter found that 
the only way to keep their own heads 
on their shoulders was to’ flee secretls 
to the wilds of America, though the} 
could not in any proper sense be 
valled assassins or king-killers. They 
spent the remainder of their lives in 
this country, notably at Hartford 
Conn., and Hadley, Mass., and there 
is a well-founded tradition that the) 
lived in seclusion for a time some- 
where in the wilderness uot far from 
Presidents Hill. 

Some person of education and senti- 
ment, perhaps a member of the Adams 
family, or possibly Dr. Everett, suc- 
ceeded in having this tradition em- 
balmed in the names of Goffe street, 
Whalley road and Dixwell avenue. 
Surely such a bit of local history, 
connecting Quincy with Cromwell’s 
time and old England of nearly 300 
years ago, should not be allowed to 
drop lightly out. of mind. Other towns 
and cities are making careful and in- 
telligent study of every scrap of lo- 
eal history, and they would be quick to 
seize and perpetuate a tradition of this 
kind. 

It will be rather surprising if the 
Quincy Historical Society and the 
Women’s Club, with its home on Goffe 
Street, allow the proposed chafige to 
be made without protest. 

But apart from sentimental consid- 
erations, it seems superfluous and un- 
called-for to have a Presidents Lane 
on Presidents Hil) especially..ag there 
is already a Presidents’ Avenue at 
South Quincy, and: Presidents Bridge 
close by. Moreover Goffe Street in- 
tersects our beautiful Adams Street, 
and there is Adams Shore over by 
Merrymount. Perhaps over-repeti- 
tion of an honored name may tend to 
cheapen rather than dignify it. 

Instead of obliterating these signi- 
ficant street names, it would be more 
fitting to mount a suitable tablet on 
one of the stone walls at the corner 
of Goffe street and Whalley road 
which should perpetuate the ancient 
tradition for coming generations. 

One very practical objection to the 
change would be the inevitable confu- 
sion of mail delivery between Presi- 
dents avenue and Presidents lane, and 
a no Jess important consideration is 
the confusion of land titles which al- 
ways follows for many years in the 
wake of street name changes. 

An excellent new Goffe street sign 
Has just been put up at the corner of 
Granite street, and I certainly hope 
it will remain there for good and all,

| tion is all fussed up about what hae 
become of the petition for the aceep- 
tance of Huckins avenue and Belle- 
vue road. They are asking the perti- 
nent guestion—What are the duties o/ 
the Street Committee of the Quinc) 
City Council? 

The situation is this, Way back in 
the time when members of the present 
City Council were looking for votes 
just before election time, they came tc 
Squantum and told of their undying 
love for this beautiful sea girt sec- 
tion of Quincy. They said that the 
city treasury was low, but that if 
Squantum people would be moderate 
and considerate in their demands they 
might get a few thousand dollars 
back of the $16,000 paid this year in- 
to the city treasury in taxes. 

Then came the election and Squan- 
tum people got together and made 
their modest demands. They wanted 
15 street lights and the acceptance of 
one or two streets, They asked for 
two in the hopes that anyway ther 
might get one. They packed a special 
car and went before the City Counc!’ 
proud of the fact that they had been 
given an opportunity to be heard be- 
fore that solemn body known as the 
“city fathers.” 

They presented their case with the 
modesty and directness of the inno- 
cent. They listened to jibes and al- 
leged humor from even their own rep- 
resentatives in the Council and came 
away troubled and hurt but still re 
membering the pre-election promise 
that “be modest and you will be pros- 
perous.” 

In the question of lights Mayor 
Eugene R. Stone proved himself th: 
worthy occupant for the high office h: 
fills, for there was little delay and the 
promise he made before election war 
a solemn duty that he performed af- 
ter election. Squantum has a deey 
debt of gratitude and honest admira- 
tion for His Honor. It also has 1° 
additional street lights. 

But what has become of the prayers 
and petitions of the poor, modest tax 
payer when it comes to streets? Whe 
has pigeon-holed the petition for the 
acceptance of Huckins avenue and 
Bellevue road.

City Council on Monday night. They 
read with amazement of the wealth in 
the city treasury doled out for streets 
and granolithic sidewalks in sections 
where the lords and barons of thing:
